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"Damn Tough, Macho Dog" 

Mauling Of 2-Year-Old Blackwater Girl Renews Controversy Over 
Pit Bulls; Police Say Pit Bull Bites Are Few

" Pit bulls have been placed in the 
limelight as vicious dogs lately and 
after the attack and mauling of a 
two-year-old Blackwater girl, it's no 
wonder why. 

Contrary to popular belief 
though, not all pit bulls are fero- 
cious, according to P.J. Reilly, 
owner of Virginia Beach's Canine 
Training Unlimited. 

'They have the temper and abil-„ 
ity to get real mean real quick," she 
said, adding that a pit bull's behav- 
ior depends mostly on its owner. 

Reilly said most pit bulls are 
owned by males between the ages 
of 18 and 30, who don't want the 
dog controlled in any way. There- 
fore, they push the dog to be mean. 

"They want a damn touglf ma- 
cho dog," Reilly said. 

According to Dr. Jack Cochrane, 
veterinarian at Strawbridgc Animal 
Hospital, pit bulls were originally 
bred as fighting dogs. They were 



once pitted against bulls in bull 
fights and are now frequently trained 
to fight each other, although it is 
illegal. 

Reilly said when dogs are trained 
to fight, a lot of times the owners 
will clip off their ears so they don't 
get in the way. 

Reilly, as well as Cochrane, said 
she has seen many "nice" pit bulls 
who arc raised by owners who want 
them well-trained. 

"Out of 100, I've seen about five 
that were naughty," she said. 

Reilly added that the "naughty" 
dogs arc not hard to train. She said 
unncutercd male pit bulls, which 
weigh between 60 and 65 pounds, 
"can be pretty tough" to train; 
neutered males arc less stubborn. 
Female pit bulls, which weigh ap- 
proximately ten pounds less than 
the male, arc the easiest to disci- 
pline. 

When a pit bull attacks, as in the 
case of the two-year-old girl, there's 
no stopping them. The pit bull is 
famous for its wide, heavily mus-

cled jaw and 3/4-inch long front 
teeth. Cochrane said, "Once they 
get a hold of something, it's hard to 
get them to let go. They've got 
powerful jaws." 
v According to Lewis B. Thurston, 
public affairs officer for the Vir- 
ginia Beach Police Department, 
there isn't an excessive amount of 
pit bull attacks, aside from a few 
bites, reported to the city's animal 
control bureau. Reilly said, al- 
though they only inflict puncture 
wounds, the cocker spaniel is the 
number one biter among most

LRT Questions 
Plaguing City 
Council Members

Imagine a light rail system be- 
tween Norfolk and Virginia Beach. 
Nice? Of course. As Councilwoman 
Reba McClanan pointed out, she 
has always enjoyed riding the elec- 
tric trains in localities she has vis- 
ited. 

But some questions are plaguing 
city council members who do not 
have much time to get the answers 
if they hope to gel financial help 
from the 1989 General Assembly. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley, 
chairman of the Tidewater Transit 
District Commission (TTDC), in- 
formed council at a work session 
that an application for funds must 
be made by the end of February. 

Recognizing the limited time for 
the cities of Virginia Beach and 
Norfolk to make a decision, she 
suggested that the TTDC go ahead 
and make the grant application with 
authority from the cities coming 
later. When the vote is taken, on 
the Virginia Beach side at least, it

Sheriff Overman In Favor Of Regional Jail Facility, But Still Requests 
Additional Space For City Jail.

"I'm not chosing between a 
neighborhood and a park. There's a 
way for us to come to a better deci- 
sion so everyone can come out a 
winner," said Councilman John D. 
Moss, about the Constitution Drive 
flyover. 

Moss has suggested an alterna- 
tive route that will minimize the 
interference with Mount Trashmore 
Park, but will still have the inter- 
change of Alternates 1 and 1 A. 

"I truly believe there is a refine- 
ment on Alignment 2A," he said. "I 
think it has great promise." 

Moss plans to present the alter- 
native to the Larkspur Civic 
League, which has disagreed with 
Moss on his choice of routes. 
Larkspur residents seem to favor 
Alternates 1 and 1A, which will 
slice through the middle of Mount 
Trashmore's lake and do away with 
one office building. 

"Frankly, I don't like any of the 
routes," said Rae LeSesne, a 
Kcmpsville resident and president of 
the Citizens Action Coalition, Inc.

LeSesne suggested that 
Constitution Drive and Indepen- 
dence Boulevard be made one-way, 
so less land would be taken away 
and traffic could be alleviated. He 
said the traffic through the housing 
areas is "disastrous." 

Moss said that although the resi- 
dents at the public hearing didn't 
agree with him, he appreciated > what^ 
they had to say. He said Alternates 
1 and 1A are asking too much and 
are loo intrusive of ihe park. He 
added that both those routes will be 
farthest from the Larkspur residents' 
homes. 

Alternate 2 of the flyover will 
avoid most of Mount Trashmore's 
lake, but will still take one office 
building on Edwin Drive. Align-

into dorm areas. 

"All the cell capacities are double 
what they should be," Overman 
said. 



Because of the intense 
overcrowding situation. Overman 
said he is in favor of recently pro- 
posed regional jail facility. The 
SI 12 million, 2,000-bed jail has 
been proposed by the Southeastern 
Virginia District Planning Com- 
mission, but has not yet been ap- 
proved. Overman said all localities 
must agree on the jail, as well as 
its funding source. 

"The hang-up that may come is 



funding ihe operation of a jail. This 
is something the localities are go- 
ing to have lo work out," he said. 

The regional jail, if approved, 
will be used to house adults given 
jail terms of five years or less. 
These inmates will already have 
been sentenced and therefore not re- 
quire transportation to take them to 
and from court, Overman said, al- 
though the new jail will have

Shriner Dalton Still Has A Head For Business

Although B. Clyde Dalton holds 
down a full-lime job as assistant 
vice president of consumer lending 
at a local bank, his involvement 
with the Khedive Shrine Temple is 
like having a second job. 

"You have to be dedicated to it," 
the Brigadoon resident said. 

The Hillsville, Va., native was 
recently elected 73rd Illustrious Po- 
tentate of the Norfolk Shrine Tem- 
ple. Dalion, who is "head of all 
Shriners in Tidewater," has been a 
member of the Norview Masonic 
Lodge #113 since 1970. 

"You have to be asked lo come 
into the shrine," said Dalton, who 
had to be a mason before being 
brought into the shrine. 

Dalton's job as Potentate con- 
sists otfrneeling almost every night 
with local temples and speaking 
about fundraisers, conventions and 
programs. Dalton is in charge of 
5,600 nobles and Khedive temples 
from North Carolina to the Eastern 
Shore to Williamsburg.

"I've been very busy visiting ev- 
eryone," Dalton said. "There's never 
a dull moment." 

So far, the Shriners have helped 
over 300,000 crippled and burned 
children. Across the country, there 
are 19 crippled children hospitals 
and three bum institutions opened 
by the Shriners. 

"Last year we sent 108 children 
from this area to the hospitals," 
Dalton said. "We try to get the 
word out to the public that this is 
free until you're, 18." 
- Dalton said the Shriners hospi- 
tals are run by private funds, dona- 
lions and dues. The Khedive Tem- 
ple's budget for 1989 is $330 mil- 
lion. Aside from personally flying 
the children to the hospitals, Dalton 
said they even provide lodging for 
the parents. 

"It doesn't cost them a dime. A 
lot of people don't even think (to 
come to us)," he said. 

Although the Shriners is a men's 



group, Dalton said there is a Ladies 
Oriental Shrine. Mary Alice, Dal- 
ton's wife of 30 years, is also in- 
volved. 

'They contribute to the hospitals 
too," Dalton said proudly. 

Because of his demanding-role as 
Potentate, Dalton said he hasn't 
been able to golf, fish or play ten- 
nis as much as he'd like to. 

"Once you gel involved with be- 
ing an officer, it lakes a lot of 
time," he said. 

But Dalton isn't complaining. He 
said he enjoys making new friends 
which he has all over the country. 

"Thai's the biggest asset of being 
a Shriner. You make a lot of 
friends," he said. "I wish I'd been a 
Shriner longer lhan I have been." 

After his one-year-term as 
Potentate is over, Dalton said he'd 
probably "go back lo playing the 
bugle again." He has been a mem- 
ber of the temple's Drum and Bugle 
Corps for 15 years. Aside from 



playing the bugle, Dalton said he 
loves ballroom dancing, and clog- 
ging. 
* Just because Dalton is so dedi- 
cated to the Shriners doesn't mean 
he has ever neglected his business 
career. After graduating from Emory 
and Henry College in 1958, Dalton 
had his first job offer in Norfolk. 

Since that time, Dalton has had a 
fulfilling career in the sales financ- 
ing field. Over the years, Dalton 
has been employed at G.E. Credit 
Corporation, Associate Discount 
Corporation, Chrysler Credit Cor- 
porations, United Virginia Bank 
(presently Crestar Bank) and al his 
present position at Life Savings 
Bank. 

"I plan to slay there until 1 retire, 
I hope," he said. 

Dalton said he enjoys his job 
because he is constantly meeting 
new people. 

If it weren't for Dalton's high 
level of energy, he wouldn't be as 
active as he is now. Describing 
himself as "hyper," Dalton said, 
"My nature is to be on the go a'l 
the time. I'm not one lo sit still."

Overcrowded Jail Should 
Be Dealt With At Once 



For quite some time now, the Virginia Beach jail has been 
faced with an overcrowding problem. 

The jail, which was designed to hold 179 inmates, has had 
to, at one time, hold 440. Virginia Beach is not the only city 
with the problem. 

Virginia Beach Sheriff Bill Overman, along withySuffolk's 
sheriff, has endorsed a proposed $112 million, 2,(K)0-inmate 
regional jail, which is exactly what we need in Hampton 
Roads. The jail will most likely be located in Chesapeake or 
Suffolk. 

The new jail should house long-term inmates and leave the 
city jails for the short-termers. Now, inmates who are sen: 
tenced to more than six months are supposed to be the respon- 
sibility of the state, but do to overcrowding in state jails, they 
remain in the city slammer. 

This seems to be causing a problem. Because of the over- 
crowding inmates are forced to double up in their cells and 
possibly sleep on the floor. The tight living arrangements are 
causing unnecessary jail violence. 

Although Virginia Beach Sheriff Overman is in favor of a 
regional jail, he still plans an $11 million jail addition for the 
city jail. Virginia Beach needs at least 220 more beds, and may 
need a lot more than that since the regional jail, if approved, 
will not be constructed until 1993. 

That seems like an awfully long time to wait to correct a 
problem that needs solving now. Maybe if the prisoners were 
brought to trial sooner they wouldn't be stuck in the city jail for 
so long, thus helping to alleviate the overcrowding. 

Why the delay? It seems ridiculous for inmates, who were 
charged with Driving Under the Influence or for too many 
speeding tickets, to take up space needed for hard criminals. 
Get these people to court and get them out of the jails if it's un- 
necessary for them to be there. 

Prisoners are put in jail to be punished for what they did, 
but it seems like the city is suffering, as well as the inmates. - 
K.L.D.

Moss Not Submitting Constitution Flyover 
Resolution To Members Of City Council 



The following commentary was 
submitted by Councilman John D.

Under "Council Concerns" on ?. 
Tuesday, Jan. 17, after the staff » 
briefing on the Constitution Fly- , 
over, a Virginia Department of 
Transportation (VDOT)-managed 
and a City of Virginia Beach-spon- 
sored road improvement, I raised the t 
opportunity of council considering 
taking a position on two of the four 
studied alignments (Alignment 1 
and Alignment 1A) with reference 

to their impact on the 
city's/public's Mount Trashmore 
Park. The reasons I judged the issue 
worthy of council taking a position 
as a property holder versus as its 
role as an approval authority were 
and remain as follows: 

• VDOT by law is required to 
hold only one public location hear- 
ing. 

• VDOT has made no public 
commitment to hold additional 
public location hearings. 

• A purpose of a public hearing 
is to solicit impact statements from 
potentially affected property hold- 
ers. 

• Atypically, the City of Virginia 
Beach is both an affected property 
holder as well as a future approval 
authority on VDOTs recommenda- 
tion. 



• Atypically, VDOT has no rec- 
ommended option to propose at the 
location public hearing. (This is 
unusual in and of itself.) 

• VDOT judged all four alterna- 
tives to be equal from a traffic han- 
dling perspective and, apparently, 
evaluated the Park as a neutral ele- 
ment. 

• The City Manager's staff had 
not actively solicited a recommen- 
dation from the city's Parks and 
Recreation Commission, to the 
best of my knowledge. 

• The city's director of Public 
Works, by his memo of Jan. 12, 
communicated the strong possibil- 
ity that "It may be possible to ac- 
complish a more direct route across 
Mt. Trashmore Lake with bridge 
structures greatly reduced form what 
is currently proposed." (Note omis- 
sion of the word or reference to 
"park".) , 

• City council as the people's 
representative of their public prop- 
erty holdings by remaining silent 
prior to the public hearing was and 
is giving its tacit concurrence that a 
direct route across the park is ac- 
ceptable. 

• The council could take a posi- 
tion as a property owner separate 
from its position as an approval 
authority at a subsequent phase of 
the decision-making process. 

• While* the state will finance 95 
percent of the cost of the project 



out of Virginia Beach's urban 
highway allocation, Virginia Beach 
will have to pay SO percent of all 
noise and other environmental mit- 
igation improvements from its 
general revenues. 

• Federal funds were used in the 
development of the park and city 
council has the responsibility to 
continue to honor the conditions 
under which it received those funds. 

Since then, I have heard both 
from those supporting and from 
those opposing my discussed reso- 
lution to put council on record as 
being in opposition to Alignments 
1 and 1A of the Constitution Fly- 
over as far as the Mount Trashmore 
Park is affected. Those in opposi- 
tion are of the opinion that council 
should not pre-empt the decision- 
making process of VDOT. When 
posecPwith the question, "Does the 
City of Virginia Beach as a prop- 
erty holder of a park, to be poten- 
tially adversely impacted by a future 
VDOT recommendation have both 
an obligation and a right to com- 
municate the public's recreational 
interests to VDOT in a publically- 
held hearing?" 

One can characterize the answers 
as: "I never thought of it from that 
perspective before." When faced 
with the two roles of council, they 
questioned if council can objec- 
tively execute both responsibilities

of the common cause. 

The appalling stupidity of our 
leaders is an exact measure of the 
stupidity of the people in our 
slates, cities and towns. When we 
accuse these leaders of chicanery, 
and nonsensical agendas and pro- 
grams we are condemning our- 
selves. When wc allow our leaders 
to abandon their integrity, and ab- 
solve themselves of rcsponsibilty 
for their actions because of the the 
pressures of the political arena, we 
are displaying our own eagerness to 
lay down the chore of civic duty and

let the unknown "They" assume 
that power from us. 

When we see that they are talk- 
ing without knowing what they are 
talking about or acting without any 
idea of the implications of those 
acts and do nothing we are branding 
ourselves as uniformed and short- 
sighted. When we uncover their 
greed and vanities, and do nothing, 
we are exposing our own avarice 
and pompousness. When we re-elect 
convicted criminals we cheapen the 
contribution of the honest leader 
and brand ourselves as dishonest or 
worse disinherited in the welfare of 
the nation. 

When we see these leaders cave 
in to the demands of special interest 
groups, throw reason to the winds 
to please one minority group or 
another, equivocate on issues, we 
are watching the spread of a disease 
deadly to the liberty of all of us. 

Democracy is the plan for living 
together that offers us the most 
hope, but we are abandoning it in 
favor of attaching ourselves to 
power blocs; to labor, farmers, eth- 
nic groups, to states or any of a 
thousand groups within our democ- 
racy and only rarely do we attach 
ourselves to democracy itself. 

When we put our small group 
loyalty ahead of allegiance to all of 
ourselves, is it any wonder that we 
find our leaders doing the same? 
Every lime we permit it, we are 
moving farther away from democ- 
racy and closer to a time where 
these groups will fight among 
themselves for power until one 
wins and all lose their personal lib- 
erty. 

We need to find and elect leaders 
with sufficient education and honor 
to see the needs of the whole and 
then applaud their integrity when 
they act in die interest of the whole 
even when that interest is contrary 
to our own. We, the whole, need to 
vole and securely hold the control 
of our democracy out of the reach of 
the small groups. For our govern- 
ment is but a reflection of our in- 
terest in retaining our. liberty and a 
measure at how involved we are in 
the process. 
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City's First Ambulance Arrived In The Late 1940's

It was not until the late 1940's that Princess Anne County saw the ar- 
rival of its first ambulance. The unit, a World War II surplus army Field 
ambulance, was acquired by the Ocean Park Volunteer Fire Department and 
immediately placed into service as a mobile first aid station. 

The unit was used primarily for providing emergency care at the scene 
of Tires, but its role quickly expanded as the local citizens began requesting 
the services of this unit to transport them to the area hospitals. 

'True system" development, however, actually began when the first 
incorporated rescue squad was formed in 1952 in the small city of Virginia 
Beach, prior to its merger with Princess Anne County. As its sole mis- 
sies the Virginia Beach -Princess Anne Rescue Squad, Inc., set forth to 



assist the general public by providing first aid and transportation to, area 
hospitals. It covered a vast area, including Princess Anne County, and 
made frequent trips to, not only the local Virginia Beach Hospital, but also 
hospitals in Norfolk as well. 

This was the beginning of what is now the only all volunteer emer- 
gency medical services system among this nation's 150 most populous 
cities. 

Over the past 40 years, many additions and innovative changes have 
marked the development of one of the most unique systems in the country.

Throughout the 1950's and early 1960s, more rescue squads formed 
throughout Princess Anne County, so by the year of the merger, there were 
a total of nine volunteer rescue squads serving the new city. That same year 
a new rescue squad was added to the Princess Anne Plaza area, raising the 
total number to ten. 

A major development move occurred in 1967 with the beginning of the 
city's first centralized rescue squad training program. It was held at Virginia" 
Beach General Hospital and consisted of cardiopulmonary resuscitation in- 
struction each month for the 340 volunteer rescue squad members. Ii was 
the first program in the Commonwealth of Virginia. 

Later, in 1972, a federal grant was awarded to the physician advisors of 
that fJPR program to fund a full-time training office for the purpose of 
training select rescue squad members in pre-hospital advanced life support 
care techniques.

At a fall meeting of the school board, Gerald Gibbs asked the personnel 
director to look into recruiting retired persons from the military and indus- 
try to fill open teaching positions. In response, at the January meeting, the 
Personnel Department asked the board rbr clarification regarding the hiring 
of teachers who do not meet the certification requirements but who demon- 
strate subject area knowledge. Previously, this has not been policy. School 
board members could not agree. 

The central issues seems to be the need to fill necessary job vacancies 
especially in math, science, and special education from the ever declining 
pool of certified degreed teacher applicants. Rather than raise salaries or 
promote greater professional involvement, the easy choice is to hire some- 
one who already has retirement income and a working knowledge of a par- 
ticular subject and place them in a classroom. But what about the children? 

Teaching is a profession. It is a profession requiring high standards. 
The focal point is the development of children's minds, bodies, and spirits. 
Much more than the knowledge of physics is required to be a good physics 
teacher.- One must understand the learning process, classroom management 
techniques, remedial approaches, instructional techniques, language devel- 
opment, characteristics of children andiyoung adults, knowledge of the ex- 
ceptional child, working with parents, and a thorough understanding of

human growth and development. A person may be very successful working 
with adults and yet not be able to work effectively with students. 

The influence of teachers ufiay is more critical than ever. For many 
kids, the school and the teacher are the most stable and nurturing aspect of 
their life. Education is not a bunch of facts; it is a process that, if properly 
practiced, creates strong, successful young men and women who want to 
participate in a positive way and work for the future. 

From the VBEA's standpoint, it seems unconscionable to hire someone 
to teach our city's children merely because they have a working knowledge 
of the subject and say they can teach. We are striving to establish a state 
and national standards board that will mandate and require tat only qualified 
individuals demonstrating subject matter competency andssatisfactory labo- 
ratory experience be allowed to teach the children. We cannot allow provi- 
sionally certified individuals to "practice" on our children. 

In a time when research and national reports are advocating better and

American Electoral College ■ A Game Of Russian Roulette?

February 4, 1989, marks the 2O0th|anniversary of the first vote by the 
Electoral College. On that day in 1780, the first presidential electors met 
in their state capitals and cast their votes for our first president under the_ 
Constitution. Everyone. knew that George Washington would be elected 
and he was - unanimously, not once but twice. 

Some have said that creating a country without a king was the biggest 
political story of the past two centuries. But the tradition of monarchy died 
hard in America. During the Constitutional Convention, Alexander 
Hamilton actually proposed that the president be elected for life! 

No fewer than 60 ballots were necessary before the delegates could 
agree on even the method of selecting the president. In fact, more time was 
spent on that section of the Constitution than on any other part. Yet no 
other part of the original Constitution has proved so faulty. 

The original plan was to leave the choosing of the president in the 
hands of a selected group of citizens in each state, equal in number to that 
state's congressional delegation. It was anticipated that these electors would 
choose candidates for president on the basis of their judgement and experi- 
ence. 

However, when Washington eliminated himself from consideration as a 
candidate for a third term, the troubles began. The 1796 balloting by the

should be close. 

McClanan said that at present she 
is not in favor of spending $102 
million on a rail line, a cost which 
would be shared by Norfolk and the 
State. , 

Councilman John D. Moss also 
is skeptical about the value of the 
line in meeting the city's trans- 
portation needs. 

And questions were coming from 
all over as a battery of consultants, 
TTDC officials and city staff were 
available with a presentation (by 
consultants) and other information. 
In fact, studies on a rail line have 
been going on for the past four or 
five years. 

At the same time, Rear Admiral 
J. Pappas, Naval Base, Norfolk, in 
a letter to James C. Echols, execu- 
tive director of the TTDC, indicated 
the interest of the Navy in LRT 
service to the base. That service 
however, is in the unforeseeable 
future. 

Questions centered around the 
impact of light rail on the city's 
transportation needs, the impact the 
system would have on the city's 
land use plan, and the cost, both 
capital and operating in relation to 
the expected benefits. 

The system would use an exist- 
ing Norfolk and Western Railway 
line, 17.7 miles in length with 13 
stations, six park-and-ride lots and 
1,718 parking spaces, the average 
weekday ridership for the year 2005 
is projected at 18,700, between 
downtown Norfolk and the .Pavil- 
ion. 

Consultants have determined that 

the LRT would lead to a reduction 

r of 7,400 vehicle usage a day but 

that it would not relieve the need 



for the city's road projects now or 
in the future. 

Jim Prost, ZHA, Inc., consul- 
tants who prepare the economic 
impact study, said that the rail line 
would generate 20 percent more 
new business (around the rail sta- 
tions) that would be expected in the 
city as a matter of course. The con- 
centration of development, com- 
mercial and residential, with higher 
density construction, would save 
Virginia Bach in infrastructure costs 
would save the city of Norfolk in 
parking spaces downtown and in- 
crease the value of land and hence 
the tax revenues. 

These activities would translate 
into a net economic benefit for 
Virginia Beach of $1 1 ,826,000 and 
for Norfolk of $10,792,000, con- 
sultants estimate. 

Moss noted that the land use plan 
for the city would have to be 
changed to take advantage of the 
benefits. He also said that the 
Southeastern Expressway would be 
competing for the same economic 
benefits. 

When, according to consultants, 
24 percent of the fail users will 
travel to and from stations in the 
city and will not be leaving the 
city, how did consultants arrive at 
the 7,400 figure for the reduction in 
the number of vehicles on the 
roads? 

David Powers, of Wilbur Smith 
Associates, said, "We never claimed 
it would make a substantial reduc- 
tion in highway improvements 
(but) it would provide a starting 
point for 35 to 40 years down the 
road" 

Moss also objected to people 
who are not using the system pay- 
ing a subsidy. Like other mass 



transit, the rides would be subsi- 
dized by federal, state and local 
funds. 

Jim Prost, of ZHA, said that the 
commercial development would be 
within 15, to 250 feet of the sta- 
tions. . , '. ■ 

McClanan was concerned about 
densities. Norfolk densities are 
higher than Virginia Beach densi- 
ties, she said. And increased densi- 
ties will impact the road system 
since not all people will ride the 
light rail system. 

McClanan also wanted to know 
hqw cost overruns would be pro- 
vided for. 

Michael Goode, of Parsons, 
Brinckerhoff, Quade & Douglas, 
said that an allocation for contin- 
gencies was included in the estimate 
and that this system is actually less 
risky than others which have in- 
volved underground work. 

"Thai's what the others were 
told," remarked McClanan. 

Powers also said that 80 percent 
of the expected growth around that 
stations would occur anyway, but 
somewhere else in the city. The 
concentrated development would re- 
duce sprawl, he said. 

He said that 4,200 additional res- 
idential units would be expected 
within the corridor over the next 
15-year period, between 1990 and 
2005. 

Councilman Albert Balko also 
asked what the consultants expected 
the density to be, to go with the 
figures. Echols replied that 3,000 to 
4,000 units per square mile were 
considered. 

Balko also noted mat over 50 
percent of the people who live in 
Virginia Beach work in Virginia 
Beach. He said he expected more 
will be working in the city in the 
future. 

Councilman Harold Heischober 



asked about the impact on the level 
of service of the roads. 

Michael Sexton, of Wilbur 
Smith, said that the system would 
have minimum effect on traffic in 
the resort. 

Moss said he wondered what 
residents of Pocahontas Village and 
other places around the rail line 
would think about having commer- 
cial activities in their neighbor- 
hoods. He also wanted to know 
how much time it would take riders 
to gel to their destinations and how 
people could be induced to use 
public transit. 

Powers said his firm was not 
asked to do a highway plan but a 
light rail plan study. "People who 
use it will benefit," he said, and 
travel time will be comparable to 
highway time. 

Councilman John A. Baum, said 
that "we cannot forever put up with 
cars and highways." He said that he 
thought it would be an advantage to 
travel leisurely. "I can't see cars 
going on and on just because you 
want to listen to the stereo." 

Moss questioned whether the 
system was cost effective in 
removing only 7,400 vehicles from 
the road. He repeated that LRT and 
Southeastern Expressway would be 
competing transportation systems. 

Sexton said that the two systems 
are not competing and also that the 
freeway was not expected to be 
built until 2010. "We will still 
have too much traffic in the corridor 
between Norfolk and Virginia 
Beach." 

Moss said he wanted more in- 
formation on the land use implica- 
tions. 

Land use, said Henley, is still a 
perogative of the cities. She said it 
would be up to council to determine 
ihc level of density.

The balloting in 1800 resulted in a tie and created a major problem.

Af- 
ter prolonged balloting and pressure from Alexander Hamilton, Jefferson 
was finally elected president in February, 1801. 

Immediate repair to the Constitution was needed and the Twelfth 
Amendment to the Constitution was adopted in 1804, making the follow- 
ing changes in the electoral process. Electors were to ballot separately for 
president and vice president. If no candidate for president received a major- 
ity, the House would vote by states from the persons having the highest

Council Supports Abolishing Erosion Council

The Virginia Beach City Council 
is supporting legislation in the 
General Assembly that would abol- 
ish the Virginia Beach Erosion 
Council. 

Senator Clarence Holland has in- 
troduced Senate Bill 671 which 
would abolish the council. 

Under a resolution adopted, city 
council would then establish a Vir- 
ginia Beach Erosion Commission 
(probably of seven members) to 
take over erosion control activities 
throughout the city. The Erosion 
Council for the last 35 years has 
been responsible for beach nour- 
ishment in the Beach Borough be- 
tween Rudee Inlet and 48th Street. 

Vice Mayor Robert E. Fentress, 
who introduced the resolution, said 
thai change will be similar to the 
abolishment of the mosquito com- 
missions into one commission un- 
der the city. 

The Erosion Council is' a state 
agency. The establishment of a 
commission under the cily will 
avoid duplication of state and city 
activities, Councilman Harold 
Hcischober said. Present employees 
will be absorbed by the new com- 
mission. 

The new commission would have 



specific responsibilities such as 
erosion control projects, and estab- 
lishing priorities for the city's ero- 
sion control projects, and would 
also act as the local erosion advi- 
sory commission. 

Council Refuses 
Tissue Bank 

City Council refused to endorse 
the Virginia Tissue Bank located in 
Virginia Beach for exemption from 
state and local taxes. 

The bank had requested the Gen- 
eral Assembly to grant the tax-ex- 
empt status because it is a non- 
profit institution. The endorsement 
of the locality, however, is required. 

The bank makes human organs 
and tissues available to regional 
hospitals as well as the Medical 
College of Virginia and the 
Maguire Veterans hospital. 

The bank has a non-profit status 
with the IRS and does not pay fed- 
eral or corporate taxes. The agency 
is required to pay sales, real estate 
and property taxes.

transportation units for prisoners if 
needed. Overman said those con- 
victed of misdemeanors and sen- 
tenced to only 12 months may also 
be housed in the regional jail.

dogs. Chow-chows are also known 
to be quite ferocious. 

"I'm much more leery of a chow- 
chow than a pit bull," Reilly said. 

Cochrane agreed, saying, "There 
are more vicious chows out there 
than pit bulls." 

Pit bulls that do attack usually 
eventually face euthanization, either 
by the request of the owner or ani 
mal control. If the owner refuses to 
have the dog put to sleep, the ani- 
mal control must "have a court or- 
der to have the dog disposed of," 
according to Thurston. 

Neither Reilly or Cochrane have 
ever had to deal with the killing of 
a vicious pit bull.

Reilly said that because many pit 
bulls are owned by the wrong peo- 
ple for the wrong reasons, "I think 
the community has to be very 
much aware of the damage they can 
do." 

She suggested that owners take 
out insurance policies, as is required 
in some states, for those who plan 
to raise their dogs to be fighters. 

"I think that would be One way 
of cutting it (attacks) down," she 
said. 

For the most part, pit bulls arc 
following suit to dobermans and 
rotweilers, which are also known as 
vicious dogs.

finer curricula in which the individuals have an in-depth knowledge of the 
developmental characteristics of 'youngsters and use that knowledge in 
planning and instruction, how can we not alert the public to the dangers of 
issuing provisional certificates without also establishing an effective train- 
ing or internship system and a continuing support structure for new teach- 
ers. Most alternative certification programs have entry requirements that are 
equal to or greater than the requirements for entry into teacher education 
programs. A critical aspect of any certification process must be the field 
practice. No one would allow a doctor provisionally certified who has never 
served an internship to operate oh them or their child. Why would the 
public allow someone to leach their child who has never been field tested. 
The VBEA is watching* for further developments and will work toward 
making sure all the children have the best qualified teachers possible.

in August of 1973, due to the efforts of this training office, these 
physicians, the volunteer rescue squad members, key members of the 
community and the citizens themselves, the Emergency Coronary Care 
Program graduated its first class of "Cardiac Technicians." Virginia Beach's 
program was the first program of its kind to provide definitive prehospital 
care in the United States using only volunteers. 

The year 1974 saw the formation of the Sandbridge Volunteer Rescue 
Squad and a year later the formation of the city funded central office of 
Emergency Medical Services. Since that time the service has matured and 
is presently a full division of the Executive Department of the city of Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

Today the service boasts over 600 men and women volunteers operat- 
ing 29 ambulances, seven crash trucks, eight rapid response advanced life 
support zone cars, a surf rescue team and a rescue dive team. Unlike 1972's 
annual volume of 8,700 ambulance calls, the service now answers in ex- 
cess of 20,000 requests per yearr What still makes it so unique is that this 
city of some 380,000 people still relies on an all volunteer rescue service. 

It continues only because of its very nature. Its dedicated volunteers and 
the enormous support provided to it by the community and city govern- 
ment make it special. It is a system composed of people from many walks 
of life with a desire to give something back to their community. It is this 
community spirit, together with the volunteers' unique relationship with 
city government and the community, which makes this Emergency Medi- 
cal Service System the best that can be found anvwhere.

number of votes, not to exceed three on the list. 

Further, the \fice president also had to receive a majority of the electoral 
votes. If no one, achieved a majority, the Senate would choose between the 
two highest candidates. If the choice for president fell to the House and it 
was unable to make a choice by March 4, the vice president would act as 
president. Finally, no person ineligible to the office of president should be 
eligible to that of vice president 

These reforms did not solve the problem. In the election of 1824, no 
candidate received a majority. The three highest votes were cast for Andrew 
Jackson, 99; for John Quincy Adams, 84; and for William H. Crawford, 
41. To the outrage of the Jackson forces, whose candidate had been the 
leading vote-getter in both the popular and electoral votes, Henry Clay and 
others swung their votes to Adams. This was the second time the House 
had had this responsibility, and again the vote was tainted by politics. 

The rise of the two-party system seemed to be the answer. But the 
Hayes-Tilden election controversy proved there were still problems. Tildcn, 
the Democratic candidate had the popular majority, and he was conceded 
184 electoral votes, one less than a majority. Hayes, the Republican, had 
165 with 20 in dispute. At this time, the Republicans held a majority in 
the Senate and the Democrats held a majority in theHouse. 

It was clear to all that if the president of the Senate decided which votes 
to count, Hayes would win. On the other hand, if the election were thrown 
into the House, Tilden would be elected. The Twelfth Amendment provides 
that the president- of the Senate open the certificates, but does not make it 
clear who should do the counting or determine which votes to count. The 
two houses of Congress woe deadlocked, so a compromise was enacted in 
January 1877, creating a fifteen-man Electoral Commission, an 
unconstitutional device. 

This commission was composed of five members of the House (three 
Democrats and two Republicans), five Senators (three Republicans and two 
Democrats) and five members of the Supreme Court. Two justices were 
Republican and two were Democrats. These four then chose the fifth jus- 
tice, whose vote gave the Republicans the edge. The incredibly temgled af- 
fair ended with the election of Hayes by a single vote • 185 to 184! 

In 1887, Congress by statute provided that any dispute over appoint- 
ment of electors was to be settled by the state itself, if done at least six 
days prior to the time the electors were to meet Congress thought they had 
averted future disasters, but they were wrong. Incumbent President Grover 



Cleveland won a slim majority of the popular vote in 1888, but Benjamin 
Harrison won the electoral college vote and became president. Cleveland 
spent four years shouting that he had been robbed and thus won the 1892 
election, becoming the only president to serve two non-consecutive terms. 

The arguments over the use and abuse of the Electoral College system 
persist One of the biggest complaints is that the electoral vote distorts the 
popular vote. The margin of the winning candidate is much greater than his 
majority in the popular election. The cause of the distortion is that all 
slates cast their electoral votes as a unit for the candidate securing a major- 
ity or plurality. In other words, the winner takes all. 

Another problem with the present system is that nothing except cus- 
tom commits the electors to cast their votes for the candidates of the party 
they represent The Supreme Court held in a 1952 case (Ray v. Blair) that 
electors were bound only by custom, or by an implied pledge, which was 
legally unenforceable, to vote for the candidate of their party. 

Another feature of the electoral system which has been criticized is the 
choice of a president by the House, voting as states, in the event no candi- 
date receives a majority of the electoral vote. In 1948, where there was a 
third party candidate, had Truman lost the close races in Ohio and Califor- 
nia, the election would have been thrown into the House, where a crisis 
would have been avoidable. 

The Electoral College was conceived as a safety valve of federalism, 
but the benefits have gone to the large or small stales. The large ones have 
become the battleground for electoral votes, bringing national attention and 
political power. Small states are over-represented in this system. Middle 
slates, such as our own Virginia, are not that important, as the presidential 
candidates decide to campaign for states, not voters. 

Estes Kafauver, a former presidential candidate, commented in 1961, 
"Every four years, the electoral college is a loaded pistol aimed at our sys- 
tem of government Its continued existence is a game of Russian roulette. 
Once its antiquated procedures trigger a loaded cylinder, it may be too late 
for the needed corrections.'' 

During the Election Connection program, sponsored by the Virginia 
Beach Schools last fall, former Congressman G. William Whitehurst called 
the Electoral College a time bomb waiting to explode. Many fear that 
some future presidential electors may break their pledges and cast their bal- 
lots for a president who was not the person we the people elected. It has

Scott Watson, a city of Virginia 
Beach Building Maintenance De- 
partment inspector/draftsman, is as 
creative as they come and it's no 
wonder; he's been that way all his 
lire.

Who do you call when your neighbor's dog is barking too 
loud? Animal Control. Who do you call when you find a stray 
cat or see a dead dog on the highway? Animal Control. 

The officers at the Virginia Beach Animal Control Bureau, 
who are responsible for collecting abandoned or stray animals, 
should be given more appreciation than they receive. These of- 
ficers are not dog catchers, they are there to enforce animal 
laws. And oftenti mes, animals do need protection and help. 

Many people have misconceptions of what animal control 
officers do. They are often accused of lurking around houses 
with nets in their Jiands, just waiting for an innocent little dog- 
gie to appear. The officers are not out to see who can collect the 
most dogs or cats. 

What animal control officers do want to make the public 
aware of, are the laws concerning pets and the fines that exist if 
the laws aren't complied with. For simply walking your dog on 
the beach and not cleaning up after him, you may be charged up 
to $1,000 and have to appear in courti 

That's a high price to pay for not being a responsible pet 
owner. 

When you call the animal control to you neighborhoods, be 
patient.

Lake Gaston Pipeline 
Delayed - Again 

With only one location left to approve the Lake Gaston 
pipeline project, Virginia Beach is now facing another delay - 
Brunswick County. Without Brunswick County's approval, 
the pipeline project could be set back another four years; it's al- 
ready been tied up for five. 

Virginia Beach, which has been struggling for years to find 
a long-term water source, now faces a lengthy appeal process. 
First it must go to the Brunswick Circuit Court, then the losing 
side will appeal to the state Supreme Court. A decision still 
wouldn't be made until 1993. 

In an effort to speed up the Lake Gaston project, city man- 
ager Aubrey V. Watts, Jr. said the city may have to impose a 
moratorium on new water connections next year if the state 
can't find a better way to quicken the process. He is asking the 
General Assembly and the governor to become involved to get 
the project underway. 

Although Virginia Beach is ready to go with this project, 
Brunswick County as well as members of the Roanoke River 
Basin Association, feel we don't need the water at all. They feel 
that Hampton Roads has adequate water supply and that we 
should use our imaginations. Got any other ideas? 

North Carolina officials do not want to take the blame for 
Virginia Beach's water problems. Well, we're not asking you 
to; just help out'a little please. How would those opposing the 
pipeline feel if they were in our shoes? - K.L.D.

Virginia Sees Benefits Of Port Deepening Project

On New Year's Eve, as most 
Virginia Beach residents were get- 
ting ready for another long holiday 
weekend, the Commonwealth of 
Virginia quietly reached an eco- 
nomic milestone when the Philip- 
pine collier Cuariia sailed safely 
through the Pet of Hampton 
Roads, becoming the first vessel 
ever to utilize the full draft of 50 
feet in our regional port. 

The safe passage of the Quanta 
brings to conclusion (he first phase 
of the long-awaited deepening of the 
Port of Hampton Roads. This ini- 
tial leg of the project, which was 
launched officially in April of 1987 
at a cost of $20 million, consisted 
of dredging a 12-mile outbound 
channel to a depth of 50 feel. 

The Hampton Roads Maritime 
Association, slate and local offi- 
cials, Virginia's delegation to 
Congress and the Army Corps of 
Engineers worked hard to bring this 
project to reality, and it is now 
clear that their efforts arc beginning 
to pay off. 



The significance of this project 
to Virginia's economy should not 
be understated. The Port of Hamp- 
ton Roads is already the largest ex- 
porter of coal in the United States, 
with 40 to 50 million tons leaving 
our region each year. But even at 
this level, were are nol reaching our 
full potential. The channel depths 
to the pop were too shallow to ac- 
commodate fully-loaded modern 
coal colliers, which lower the cost 
of transporting coal. As a result, 
the United States was losing mil- 
lions of dollars of coal exports each 
year to Australia, South Africa, and 
other competitors with ports that 
could accommodate these new coal 
super colliers. 

With Phase I complete, this se- 
vere disadvantage will be al least 
partially eliminated. The Army 
Corps of Engineers estimates lhat 
ihe new depth of 50 feci in the out- 
bound channel will permit coal 
colliers to add some 1 3,000 tons of 
coal to their present limit of about 
130,000 tons. In addition, this 
, publicly financed port improvement 
will give private shippers needed 



incentives to upgrade their own fa- 
cilities. Norfolk-Southern Railroad, 
A.T. Massey and Dominion 
Terminal Associates, for example, 
have made major investments in 
recent years to improve their piers 
and loading facilities. 

Virginia and the federal govern- 
ment have made a large and cost-ef- 
fective investment in the deepening 
of our regional jjorts, and.jhe pas- 
sage of the first yessel w^h 50 feet 
of draft through Hampton^Roads is 
only the first of many returns on 
lhat investment. , 

Other benefits will follow in the 
future because the Port of Hampton 
Roads Harbor Deepening Project 
makes good economic sense. It will 
help to create jobs, not only in 
Hampton Roads, but in the distant 
coal producing regions of Virginia, 
West Virginia, and Kentucky as 
well. It- will improve the nation's 
balance of trade through higher coal 
exports and make the Porl of 
Hampton Roads more attractive to a 
whole host of businesses and 
industries. 

These factors will weigh heavily 
in our favor as funding is sought 
for future phases of this project.

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The recent rash of shootings has 
prompted many throughout Vir- 
ginia Beach area to once again raise 
the specter of gun control, which to 
many is akin to gun confiscation 
and to others, the act of sane and 
reasonable people. The caricatu 
that each group paints of the other 
would be laughable if it weren't for 
the fact that these caricatures get in 
the way of rational discussions. 
Take for example the image sug- 
gested of a National Rifle Associa- 
tion member; room temperature IQ, 
no forehead and a primordial urge to 
kill something. 

While the gun control advocates 
are described as; effete snobs, com- 
munist sympathizers and unpatri- 
otic, who feed on quiche and escar- 
got. People with diverse .-opinions 
need to discuss them in open forum 
and ihe weekly community news- 
papers are an excellent place to be- 
gin if we are to eliminate the 
rhetoric and examine the problem 
clearly. 

In the words of the anonymous 
bard, gun control is hitting your 
target and I would like to take aim 
at this topic and present some of 
the rationale behind my opposition 
to stricter control or registration of 
weapons. Gun control to me means 
the confiscation of weapons and the 
loss of one of my basic rights, the 
right to keep my neighbor in sus- 
pense regarding the level of escala- 
tion an argument over the toilet 
habits of our pets will reach.

I es- 
timate lhat I could hold off a full- 
scale raid by hostiles for at least 
two weeks and have enough large 
caliber weapons to drop an elephant 
with one shot, definitely a require - 
, mem in suburban Virginia. t 

As far as limiting my access to 
the latest weapons technology as 
suggested by many, a pox on those 
who suggest it. Although as a 

sportsman I decry the discredited 
practices of baiting birds or spot- 
lighting deer, I want to be ready for 
the time when the state game 
commission approves the use of 
automatic weapons for a really ef- 
fective kill of waterfowl and con- 
sider access to modified combat as- 
sault weapons critical to my pursuit 
of hunting. 

As a working man I have become 
accustomed to one-stop shopping 
and fully support, the 7-11 poncept 
of picking up a gallon of milk or a 
handgun on the way home from 
work. There have been several 
occasions where if i had undergone 
a waiting period I would have 
missed out on seme important ac- 
tivities like the thinning of the 
buffalo herd in Idaho, or being the 
first man on the block lo own an 
U/.i. Gun control advocates would 
say that if I planned ahead I would 
be able to accommodate a waiting 
period, but waiting is not what 
made America great; wailing is like 
saving money for something you 
want - it's un-American. The use of 
credit for instant gratification is the 
American way. 

And while we are on the subject 
of waiting, spare me the arguments 
lhat there should be a background 
check. I am an honest man and need 
free- access to weapons, because 
criminals can get guns anywhere by 
stealing them from honest gun 
owners. The background check is 
only a ploy by those who have 
never experienced the ihrill of own- 
ing something powerful enough ic 
kill all the neighborhood children in 
one afternoon. They want to license 
gun owners and require them lo lake 
a weapons safely Class before ihe 
license is issued to them. There is 
no need for teaching a real Ameri- 
can to shoot, because shooting is as 
natural as driving a car. If it wasn't, 
our highway death loll would be 
much higher. 

To those who think that guns 
kill people, lei me say lhat people 
kill people. I can prove that, as v 
roadside sniper, I can be just as ef- 
fective with a knife or baseball bat 
as the lone lunatic armed with a M- 
16 or AK-47. The Texas Tower 
sniper could have killed just as 
many people by using a chain saw 
as he did with a rifle, and the assas- 
sination of J.F. Kennedy could have 
been accomplished with any num- 
ber of common household articles 
improperly used by a madman.

The past three decades have been marked by significant changes in service 
delivery for mentally retarded citizens in Virginia Beach. 

Community activism on the part of parents of the 1950s evolved into a 
flourishing service delivery system operated by the Association for Retarded 
Children in the 1960s. During the 1970s, legislative activity facilitated local 
government participation in community mental retardation services, and in 
the 1980s we have seen the city of Virginia Beach and its Community Ser- 
vices Board accepting full responsibility for service delivery in the commu- 
nity. 

Services for the mentally retarded citizens in Virginia Beach are based on a 
set of values that reflect the common desire that we all have to be productive 
members of our community. These values include: 1) assisting mentally re- 
tarded citizen s t o a ch i ev e th e ir m axi m u m d e gr ee of i n de p t 
community; 2)'Tespecting the rights and dignity of our mentally retarded 
citizens; 3) providing the maximum degree of support possible for families 
raising mentally retarded children at home. 

A widcarray of services are available to children and adults in the com- 
munity. The major services offered arc: 1) Infant Stimulation, 
therapeutic services for children from birth to two years of age with devel- 
opmental delays; 2) Respite Care, program offered in a home or center

selling designed to give families shorl-tcrm relief from caring lor handi-

Parent Should Take Positive Steps Towards Discipline

The hope of every parent is to have children who are responsible, con- 
cerned members of society. Discipline is, of course, part of this effort. Re- 
search has repeatedly shown that, despite the importance of their peer 
group, parents usually have much more influence than they realize. Disci- 
plining children takes a great deal of effort, but the main idea is that chil- 
dren and parents can change. Changing behavior requires much time and 
well-thought-out reactions. Some parents simply do not have the time, 
energy, or patience to attempt to motivate change in the child or even in 
themselves. It is not easy, but read on. You will be convinced that it can 
be done. 

Here arc some suggestions for positive steps toward better discipline in 
your home: 

VLet your children know you like them. Tell your children how much 
you admire their good qualities. Don't lake their good behavior for granted. 
Remember to reward them once in a while. These rewards may take the 
form of extra time reading to your child, or even something as simple as a 
hug. Listening to your children, hugging them, smiling or talking with 
them are all rewards, the kind that you can give hundreds of times every 
day. One of the most powerful rewards for children is the love, interest,, and 
attention thev receive from their mother and father. 



Changing 01 establishing pgmntdl discipline is a 
long, slow often tedious process. 



VLet your children know exactly what you expect of them - set limits. 
Youngsters - who would be the last to admit it - find too much freedom 
frightening. Set limits for the actions that your children are not ready to 
control themselves. Children need to know exactly what parents expect of 
them and also how parents will react to their behavior. 

It is important to state your requests clearly. For example, it is much 
easier for the child to follow the direction, "Please put your glass in the 
center of the table," than "Be careful with your milk. It's loo close to the 
edge of the table it will fall off." Set rules that you think are important, 
and be firm in seeing that your children follow them. Above all, do not 
make rules you have no intention of enforcing. 

^Enforcing responsible decision making. Whenever possible, find areas 

in which you know your children can make decisions for themselves. If 

your child approaches you with a request you feel you should deny, try

Abraham Lincoln - Our Nation 's Re-Founding Father

This Sunday, Feb. 12, will mark the 180th anniversary of Abraham 
Lincoln's birth. Yet that day is not a national holiday and few ccrmonics 
are planned to commemorate the life of one whose presidential actions 
brought about a new constitutional order. — 

Although Lincoln was not one of our Founding Fathers,, he should be 
recognized as the founder of a New Union. Through his words and deeds, he 
reunited a divided nation, started the healing process "with malice toward 
none," and died a martyr to a noble cause. 

As early as 1837, while serving in the lover house of the Illinois legis- 
lature, he made his first public statement concerning his altitude toward 
slavery. Protesting the Legislature's resolution condemning abolition soci- 
eties which urged the freeing of slaves. Lincoln said the legislature had 
failed to proclaim that slavery was evil. 

Lincoln declared, "The institution of slavery is founded on both injustice 
and bad policy." Twenty-three years later when he was nominated for 
president, he said that protest still defined his position on the slavery ques- 
tion. 

In 1854, he ran for the United Slates Senate, but he could not obtain the 
support of a majority of the Legislature, which then elected senators. In 
order to assure the defeat of Stephen A. Douglas, he persuaded his follow-

ers to vote for Lyman Trumball, who won. Through an interesting twist of 
fate, years later, Trumball became the author of the 13th Amendment to 
the Constitution, which permanently abolished slavery in the United 

States. 

Lincoln ran again in 1856 against Douglas for the Senate, stating: A 
house divided against itself cannot stand. I believe this government cannot 
endure permanently half slave and half free." During their famous debates, 
Lincoln became a national figure, although he lost that election. 

The phrase "all men are created equal," stated as a general principle in the 
Declaration of Independence by Thomas Jefferson, was explained by Lin- 
coln in his Springfield speech of 1857. "The Fathers meant to set up a 
standard maxim for free society, which should be familiar to all, and 
revered by all; constantly spreading and deepening its influence for aug- 
menting the happiness and value of life to all people of all colors every-

ficers, both Snyder and Albert carry 
guns. As animal control officers, 
they have the right to use them, but 
neither has ever had to. 

"The guns are for protection in 
case we're ever in fear of our lives," 
Albert said. 

Albert said she usually gets 
along better with animals than she 
docs people, but she proved other- 
wise in a recent incident which 
caused her to receive 30 stitches on 
her face and at least 12 on her arm. 
Albert wasresponding to a call in- 
volving two Rotweilers who had 
wandered from their home. After 
putting the dogs on leashes, she at- 
tempted to put them into the back 
of a truck, when suddenly they at- 
tacked. 

"They never even growled," she, 
said. "He went right for my face." 
Albert went to reach for her gun, 
but the dog attacked her arm. Un- 
known to Albert, the Rotweilers 
were trained attack dogs. The dog 
that bit her is now in quarantine. 

Both Albert and Snyder agreed 
that the biggest problem they have 
to face is irresponsible pet owners.

At the end of an officer's shift, he 
is required to clean out his truck and 
put the animals in a cage. Albert 
said he has had at least six dogs in 
the two-sided truck before. Dogs 



and cats arc separated and cats arc 
put into cat trap cages. 

Although cats and dogs arc the 
most frequently picked up animals, 
Snyder said they've been picking a 
lot of raccoons up." The raccoons, 
' if healthy, are usually let go in an 
area away from where it was found. 

Injured and wild animals such as 
raccoons and possum, arc brought 
back to the bureau and put to sleep, 
Snyder said. If they arc not burl too 
badly, the animals arc taken to the 
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the animal is not claimed by its 
owner, the bureau is responsible for 
paying the bill. 

"It's one of the biggest things on 
our budget," he said. 

For a large animal such as a 
horse or a cow, found dead, the fee 
is $40 for the owner. The fee for 
picking up dead dogs or cats is $7. 
To pick up live animals, the service 
is free, but owners must sign a re- 
lease and the animal is turned over 
to the city, which is not obligated

"Dogs are not allowed on the 
beach at all," he said. 

Snyder said another common 
complaint against the officers is 
that "we don't gel to calls fast 
enough."

"I don't think people realize how 
outnumbered wc are," Snyder said.

Times-Gazette, a sister publication 
of The Virginia Beach Sun, the 
county may be designed for the res- 
idential, commercial and industrial 
development around the lake, but 
not public utilities. 

"There are many (public utilities) 
being built in Brunswick County 
right now that are not on the plan. 
They want to single us out," Leahy 
said. 

Brunswick County is also argu- 
ing that ihe plan, which was estab- 
lished in 1981, does not include the 
Virginia Beach project, which was 
initiated after 1981, according to 
Leahy. 

There is a section of the Virginia 
Code which allows local govern- 
ments, outside the jurisdiction 
where a waterworks project is acti- 
vated, to prevent water pollution 
and injury lo its waterworks in an- 
other locality through condemna- 
tion (»>f land, according to the news- 
paper. 

Leahy said Virginia Beach said it 
wouldn't use that power without 
Brunswick County's consent 

"They turned us down on that is- 
sue anyway," he said, after the 
county asked how permanent Vir- 
ginia Beach planned to make that 
offer. 

Leahy said that section 15.1-456 
of the Virginia Code, says Virginia 
Beach has lo get approval from the 



governing body that it is in accor- 
dance with its Comprehensive Plan. 
It is then up to the Brunswick 
County Planning Commission to 
decide. After the Planning Com- 
mission turned the proposal down, 
Virginia Beach appealed it to the 
county's Board of Supervisors 
which is equivalent to a city coun- 
cil. 

Three out of a six members of 
the county's Board made statements 
that said they made the decision ac- 
cording to what their constituency 
wanted, according to Leahy. 

"They have a constituency that 
would be very upset if they approve 
it," he said. 

Leahy said Virginia Beach is in 
the process of appealing the court's 
decision to the circuit court. He 
said, no matter who wins, either 
party can appeal the circuit court's 
decision to supreme court. 

"It will go that far if we lose," 
Leahy said. "I suspect the process 
will be quite lengthy." 

Brunswick County, who Leahy 
said rutedon emotion and politics, 
not fflffHs the only IccarToh in- 
cluded in the $200 million water 
project, that hasn't approved it yet.

Before punishing, it is a good idea to give a cue (a physical or verbal 
warning that the behavior is to stop at once). Then punishment should 
follow immediately after the offense so that the child understands the asso- 
ciation between the misbehavior and the punishment. 

Consistency will determine the success of whatever discipline methods 
you use. Each time you ask your children to do something, you also have 
a job. Be predictable - follow through. Changing or establishing parental 
discipline is a long, slow, often tedious process. The important thing is to 
form a clear objective, then take a few steps at a time in that direction.

Youell On Abraham Lincoln

In an address in New York City, in 1860, Lincoln used this famous 
plea, "Let us have faith that right makes might, and in that failh let us to 
the end dare to do our duly as wc understand it." A few months later, he 
was nominated for President of the United Slates. 

In his inaugural address on March 4, 1861 as the 16th president, he 
urged the preservation of the Union, but war broke out before that year 
ended. Julia Ward Howe wrote the "Battle Hymn of the Republic" the fol- 
lowing year with the stirring words, "Let us die to make men free." 

Following the Battle of Amiciam, which was turning point for the 
union forces, the President issued a preliminary Emancipation Proclama- 
tion. It went into effect when he signed it on Jan. 1, 1863, freeing slaves 
in all areas still in rebellion. To them, he became "Father Abraham," as he 
was their personal savior as well as the savior of the nation. 

On Nov. 19 of thai year, Lincoln delivered the Geuysburg Address wilh 
the ringing celebration that "government of the people, by the people, for 
the people, shall not perish from the earth." He had said earlier thai, "men . 
. . should utter nothing for which they would not willingly be responsible 
through lime and eternity." Today his words have a prophetic message for 
our generation. 



"Let reverence for ihe laws be brealhed by every American mother lo the 
lisping babe that pratUes on her lap; lei it be taught in. schools, in semi- 
naries, in colleges; let il be written in primers, spelling-books, and in al- 
manacs; Igf it be preached from the pulpit, proclaimed in legislative halls, 

and enforced in courts of justice. And, in short, let it become the political 
religion of the nation; and let the old and young, the rich and the poor . . . 
of all sexes and tongues and colon and conditions sacrifice unceasingly 
upon its altars." 

Dixon Wecler, aulhor of "The Hero in America" slates thai bravery, 
honesty, strength of character are the stuff of heroes, and the most univer- 
sal hero is he who can fill all of these specifications. Wecter writes, 
"Lincoln is most appealing because, in the conduct of that desperate war 
which gave him the power of a czar, he never forgot his love for the com- 
mon people of North and South." 

As on biographer concluded. The influence of Abraham Lincoln did not 
end with his death because the Union which he refoanded has endured and 
because many things which he said have lived after him." His words chal- 
lenge us today as we continue to strive to square reality with the principle 
of equality.

said. "I think it would impact eco- 
nomically in several ways." 

The expressway's purpose, ac- 
cording to John Martz, contract 
manager and transportation engineer 
senior at VDOT, is "To relieve all 
the growing traffic problems in 
Virginia Beach and Chesapeake, 
specifically traffic developing on 
route 64 and the toll road." 

He said development is creeping 
into the south and soon there won't 
be a way to channel it all. A con- 
sultant is still studying the traffic 



pattern, which has not been refined 
yet. Martz said traffic will most 
likely vary between interchanges. 

The expressway's exact cost is 
not yet known, although Martz es- 
timates $346 to $350 million. He 
said, since it is "not urban money," 
neither Virginia Beach or Chesa- 
peake have to put forth any money. 
As of now, the project is being 
funded through location study sur- 
veys. 

LeSesne said, "it's a waste of 
government money." LeClair

agreed, saying it would not be cost 
effective to use the northern route. 

Martz said by winter or spring of 
1990, they should be able to deter- 
mine where the money will come 
from for the design stages and con- 
struction. He added that, if the pro- 
ject continues on the course it's on 
right now, "If we had the funding, I 
think wc could start our first seg- 
ment in 1993." 

There are 21 segments to the ex- 
pressway project, which makes up a 
multitude of possible alternative. 
Martz said it normally takes two 
years to construct an expressway of 
this nature, but if the road stretches 
22.5 miles, at the longest, it may 
take up to five years. The express- 
way could only be 18 miles long, 
depending on the route chosen. 

Martz said it is not known who 
will construct the road, which could 
consist of concrete pavement or as- 
phalt. He said VDOT does not pick 
the construction company, "We put 
(the project) out to competitive 
bids. The low bidder is awarded the 
contract." 

Both Martz and Pocta said there 
is a need for the Southeastern Ex- 
pressway. Pocta said, because of the 
city's population growth, Virginia 
Beach already has plans to improve 
and construct new roads to accom- 
modate the people. 

According to Martz, the express- 
way idea was initiated in 1985 by 
the localities and was added to the 
Southeastern Virginia Regional 
Plan, which also makes it a future 
candidate for consideration. In 1986, 
the city councils of Virginia Beach 
and Chesapeake passed resolutions 
requesting VDOT to conduct stud- 
ies. VDOT contracted the McGuirc 
Group in 1987. 

"From August 1987 till now 
we've been in the actual study pro- 
cess," Martz said. 

Although she still continues to 
oppose the northern routes, LeClair 
said she feels confident "they won't 
use this route. I really don't sec 
how they can do it." 

Bennett said his civic league has 
formed a committee to oppose the 
northern routes. 

"At this point we're trying to get 
signatures on petitions," he said. 

LeClair, whose neighborhood 
doesn't have a civic league, said, "I 
started to stir people up around 
here. We'll go all the way to Rich- 
mond if wc have to."

Virginia Beach And Norfolk Really Do Need Each Other 



Whether they like it or not Nor- 
folk and Virginia Beach need each 
other. 

That's what M. Ross Boyle, a 
consultant hired by Virginia Beach, 
told a Virginia Beach city council 
that didn't seem to want to believe 
him. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf ex- 
pressed the fear that Virginia Beach 
would be enveloped by an octopus. 
"We don't want to be consumed," 
she said. 

A "compact" with Norfolk was 
one of the strategies recommended 
by Boyle president of Growth- 
Strategies Organization, Inc., eco- 
nomic development consultants 
based in Reston, in presenting his 
report, "Economic Development 
Strategy for Virginia Beach. The 
consultant's fee was $43,000. 

He said that Norfolk and Virginia 
Beach are key players in the Hamp- 
ton Roads region and each has 
something to offer the other — 
Norfolk, its position as the banking 
and financial community in the re- 
gion, and Virginia Beach, its room 
for expansion. 

Norfolk also has more name 
recognition outside of the region 
while Virginia Beach is still per- 
ceived as a "strip along the ocean." 
Chesapeake is not a player in the 
game - yet, he said. The cities have 
to form a compact, he said, on how 
to market the area. If Norfolk and 
Virginia Beach decide what it wants 
to do, all the others will fall in 
line." The others are bit players, he 
said. This new cooperative spirit 
between the two cities could start, 
he suggested, with an offer by Nor- 
folk to rename the Norfolk Interna- 
tional Airport the Norfolk-Virginia 
Beach International Airport. 



Unc of the city's biggest draw- 
backs in attracting new economic 
development said B.oylc, is the 
outmoded perception of the city as a 
small resort or bedroom commu- 
nity. Even some of the residents of 
Virginia Beach think of themselves 
as Norfolk people, Boyle said. 

Most important on the agenda is 
enhancing the city's image. The 
city, he said will be more attractive 

to potential businesses if they knew 



"what you are. 

He said that a national real estate, 
brokerage firm, Cushman & Wakc- 
"Tield, Inc., retained Louis Harris and 
Associates, Inc. to conduct an an- 
nual survey of chief executive offi- 
cers of major U.S. corporations to 
determine CEO impressions of 31 
metropolitan areas as locations for 
new business facilities and to define 
the factors that influence these 
decisions. In both the 1987 (30 lo- 
cations) and^l988 survey, the 
"Norfolk" area ranked last when ex- 
ecutives were asked how familiar 
they were with each of the commu- 
nities as business locations. 

Among those CEO's who were 
familiar with the area, the evalua- 
tion of die arc jumped. 

Boyle said that 18 years ago 
when Fairfax County u^as a bed- 
room community it had a problem 
because every dollar of tax from 
new property cost the county S 1 .29 
in services. The county decided to 
get more business, but had an im- 
age problem as being anti business 
and suburban. For 15 years the 
county spent a million dollars a 
year to promote the county, and 
changed it image. 

Virginia Beach gets the highest 
marks jn the report for its qualky of 
life and schools, both major factors 



in attracting business, Boyle said. 

In addition to its image problem 
the city's shortcomings lie in its 
shortage of blue collar workers, 
high industrial land costs, and ac- 
cessibility. 

In answer to a question from 
William D. Scssoms, Jr., Boyle 
said that the city would have not 
trouble blending its other revenue 
producers - the military, tourism 
and farming - with new indus- 
try/busincss, but that its tour i sm 
docs not reflect the image Virginia 
Beach wants to reflect in the mar- 
kciplace % 

Even with all the improvements 
the city is making on mc resort 
strip? asked Councilman Nancy 
Parker. 

Boyle said that the strip doc* not 
attract "the corporate executives you 

want to attract." He said that the 
city has to move away from the re- 
sort as its image although it would 
still be useful as a revenue pro- 
ducer. He said that the resort pre- 
sents a middle-of-the-road ambiance 
while the rest of the community is 
upscale. 

Generally Virginia Beach offers a, 
good climate for economic growth, 
he said. As one of the South At- 
lantic slates, it is in one of the two 
fastest growing sections of the 
country (the other is the Southwest 
from Texas to California). The 
government is pro-business and the 
climate and life style are attractive. 
Where businesses formerly looked 
to the south for low labor costs, 
that aspect is not viable any more 
he said. They arc looking for an at- 
tractive environment and. educated 
and skilled work force. Virginia 
Beach is in a state that remains at- 



tractive mr ils iuiilily of life and its 
upgraded education. Hampton Roads 
has the advantage of the world-class 
port and the largest complex of 
naval facilities in the world. 

Of 600 economic growth targets 
studied in the report, Boyle said that 
Virginia Beach is competitive for 
one-fourth, and at the second level 
of targets is competitive with other 
competing communities for one 
half. 

The types of businesses on which 



Virginia Beach should concentrate 
arc in formation processing, busi- 
ness/professional services and other 
business, activities (hospitality in- 
dustry, distribution centers, upscale 
retail facilities). 

Then city is least competitive in 
manufacturing because the city is 
least accessible to major markets 
than other cities in the repair like 
Hampton/Newport News, Suffolk 
and Chesapeake. 

Opportunities forgetting a share 
of the action will be reduced, he 
said, because in the next 12 to 18 
months the economy will face a re- 
cession. 

He said the Hampton Roads cities 
have to form a compact on how to 
market the region. 

He also said that the community 
should present itself in a positive 
and favorable light to get the mes- 
sage out that "this is a great place." 
"In Raleigh, Isf.C," he said, 
"everyone you run into will tell 
you that." He said that business 
growth needs to be separated in the 
minds of residents from residential 
growth which has lately been in ill 
repute. 

Boyle also recommended that the 
highest priority to be given to the 
secondary education system. He said 



that the system has a good reputa- 
tion now, but that people can get 
complacent. Sometimes a system 
may do well, he said, just on the 
basis of the raw material. 

He also recommended that the 
city docs everything in its power to 
increase the presence of higher edu- 
cation, expanding the conception 
the Graduate Center, making it a 
viable center for professional com- 
munity. , 

He a lso said that the cit y should 



look toward restructuring the Eco- 
nomic Development Department. 
He said that the private sector 
should invest more money to attract 
business because all business bene- 
fits. But if economic development 
is part of the government, business 
entities will not be interested in 
contributing funds. He suggested a 
quasi-govemmentorganization. 

Since land cos* is a major obsta- 
cle in attracting some industry, he 
suggested cutting land costs to be 
competitive - after defining what 
kinds of business the city wants to 
go after. He also suggested that the 
city consider erecting a shell build- 
ing which could be offered to new 
investors who would rather occupy 
a vacant building than purchase va- 
cant land. 

Virginia Beach, he Said, is much 
better off in terms of potential than 
90 percent .of the localities he 
works for. 

Among the communities with 



which Virginia Beach is competing 
for business said Boyle arc Raleigh, 
Charlotte, Atlanta, and Charleston. 
He said that Richmond has the 
largest number of corporate head- 



quarters than any locality in the 
country, but these companies have 
been there for years. 

What bothered Counoijwoman 
Barbara Hen l ey wa s that the V i r- 
ginia Beach stereotype still per- 
sisted. "I thought it had been over- 
come." 

Boyle said the three realities arc 
.vhai the community thinks it is, 
what the business thinks it is and 
what it really is. "You arc what you 
are and what you arc perceived to 
be." 

Boyle said that in speaking to 
business executives already located 
here, he did not find, any who 
wanted to move, but some said they 
would not move here today because 
of the land price costs. ' 
- He said that most new small 
businesses are Navy-related with 
former naval personnel becoming 
consultants or contractors to the 
Navy, doing the same thing they 
did in the Navy. The arc has not bee 
loo successful in spawning en- 
trepreneurs, he said, because many 
of the people, coming out of a 
military background, arc not com- 
fortable with risk taking. 



Hopes For TDR Legislation Not High 



Virginia Beach's hopes for 
Transfer of Development Rights 
legislation are "not dead but proba- 
bly seriously ill," noted Council- 
woman Barbara Henley. 

Council had wanted the General 
Assembly to approve enabling leg- 
islation which would have given 
the city the option to establish a 
TDR ordinance The TDR concept 
is seen as a way of preserving the 
agricultural land south of the green 
line but at the same lime giving 
farmers a way to make some money 
from their devclopmcni rights. The 
idea is to allow property owners to 
sell their developmcni rights for use 
in designated areas where higher 
densities would be permitted. 



But recently, the House 
Committee on Counties, Cities and 
Towns voted down the proposition 
by a vote of 19 : 1 (Virginia Beach 
Delegate Robert Tata was the only 
member who voted for the pro- 
posal) and decided instead to have a 
siudy committee appointed by the 
committee chairman to work for 
one year, 

Henley said at the city council 
meeting, "We're in a dilemma be- 
cause we have the interim time to 
deal with. If we want to keep TDR 
alive, if we continue to work, all 
the issues (need to be discussed)." 

Council directed Henley and 
Councilman John A. Baum to meet 
with the city staff to determine 



what the city's next step will be. 
Both Henley and Baum arc farmers. 

Henley said that the committee 
indicated that the city needed to 
proceed with an ordinance and en- 
courage the city to continue with 
plans. She said that the committee 
was more concerned with condi- 
tional zoning and impact fee pro- 
posals and apparently thought that 
taking on the TDR proposal would 
be too much. 

Henley found some comfort in 
the fact that the state study will fa- 
miliarize more people with the 
concept, which is a novel growth 
management technique. 

Councilman Harold Hcischobcr 
said that if study is made by a 



committee of the General Assembly 
the technique could be used state- 
wide. "TDR is going to happen in 
the State of Virginia," he said. He 
said that the council should not 
only request a study but that the 
city's consultant assist in the study 
with money allocated by the state. 
He said the state study would 
"enlighten us and the General As- 
sembly much more..." The city 
paid $150,000 for the consultant. 

Baum said that the state is talk- 
ing about spending $15,000 

Henley has been concerned all 
along that if Virginia Beach were 
not permitted to establish TDR or- 
dinances this year, it might be too 
late.

days. 

"Usually we try to hold the nicer 
animals longer," Albert said. 

The adoption fee at the bureau is 
$50, but after the animal is spayed 
or neutered, the city will refund 
$40. The bureau can hold 160-plus 
dogs and puppies and the "cat 
room" can house 90 cats. 

"We can hold a bunch," Albert 
said. 

Albert and Snyder both said the 
least attractive aspect of their job is 
picking up dead animals off the 
street. Any of the five caretakers at 
the bureau arc responsible for pick- 
ing up the dead animals, as they 
have shovels, but officers pick up 
whatever they sec. 

"I've got a hard stomach when it 
comes to animals," Albert said, but 
not when it comes to people. Of- 
ten, officers will stop at the scene 
of a car accident to make sure no 
one is hurt. 

The officers said they also do not 
enjoy having to put an animal to 
sleep. Depending on the weight of 
the animal, a significant amount of 
sodium pentobarbital is shot into 

its veins. Snyder said it is the best 
method to date because the animals 
do not suffer. 

"They go to sleep and that's it," 
he said. 

"We've had to take bats off the 
hotels at the oceanfrom," Snyder 
-pSaid. "Everything else is pretty 
routine." 

The one point Snyder and Albert 
insisted on stressing is that they are

Trueblood said that the city has 
no plans for noise reduction.

The ABC Department operates 
244 retail stores across the stale, 
with 1 ,200 full-time employees and 
hundreds of part-time personnel.

A grant of $100,00 from a pri- 
vate foundation in Virginia has 
completed the funds required by 
Virginia Wesleyan College to claim 
a $350,000 grant from the presti- 
gious Kresge Foundation. 

The announcement was made by 
President Lambuth M. Clarke that 
Virginia Wesleyan has raised 
51,129,405 since Feb. 1, 1988, in 
the Kresge Challenge. The Kresge 
grant, the 1988 Kresge challenge 
funds, and previous amounts raised 
in 1987, will fund the College's 
$2.4 million Campus Dining Cen- 
ter on which construction will be- 
gin this year. 

The private foundation in. Vir- 
ginia, which is located outside the 
Hampton Roads area, wishes to re- 
main anonymous. This is the 
foundation's first grant to Virginia 
Wesleyan. 

"We are very grateful for this 
significant grant and for the expres- 
sion of confidence in Virginia 
Wesleyan which it makes," said 
Clarke. I am also very appreciative 
to the more than 400 individuals, 
corporations, foundations, and civic 
groups who have responded during 
the past year in this Kresge Chal- 
lenge and, of course, to the Kresge 
Foundation for giving us this 
impetus." 

This brings to $6.3 million ihc 
amount committed since October 
1986 in Virginia Weslcyan's $7.5 
million 25th Anniversary Capital 
Funds Campaign for facilities and 



endowment. (An additional 
S800.000 has been received in an- 
nual support during the first two 
years of the campaign.) Nearly 700 
contributions and pledges have been 
made in the capital funds campaign, 
including 20 gifts of„$100,000 or 
more. 

Thomas C. Broyles, trustee 
chairman of the' campaign, indicates 
that he and other campaign leaders 
hope to complete the drive in 1989. 
A gift of $500,000 from Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert F. Boyd of Virginia 
Beach launched this most successful 
campaign in the college's history in 

October 1986. That was followed 
by major contributions from other 
members of the Board of Trustees 
and leadership grants of $100,000 
or more from the Norfolk, the 
Frederick and the Parsons Founda- 
tions and from C & P Telephone, 
Landmark Communications and the 
Norfolk Southern Corporation. Six 
bequests totaling $998,617 are in- 
cluded in the overall campaign re- 
port. 

The 24,500-square-foot Campus 
Dining Center will include 17,000 
square feci of new construction and 
renovation of 7,500 square feet of 
existing space. The center will in- 
clude a dining hall with seating for 
approximately 500; two smaller 
dining rooms; a gallcria/loungc; 
kitchen, preparation and serving ar- 
eas; a bookstore; the business of- 
fice; and a campus post office. 

Virginia Weslcyan's total 1,261 



enrollment includes approximately 
500 resident students, including 
about 180 who are housed in off- 
campus college-arranged apartments 
and townhouses adjacent to the 
campus. The present dining hall is 
located in academic village I and 
serves both that village- and two 
dormitories of a second academic 
village. When the new Campus 
Dining Center is open, the present 
dining hall will become a student 
commons for the academic village. 

The new Campus Dining Center 
is one of three building projects in 
the current 25th Anniversary Cam- 
paign. A new $1.2 million aca- 
demic building, called die Center 
for the Humanities, was completed 
last fall. Construction will begin 
on completion of academic village 
II, which includes two more dormi- 
tories, two academic halls and a 
student commons; when ihc -re- 
maining funds in the campaign are 
available. 

Virginia Wesleyan's steady 
growth has strained the college's 
facilities in recent years. Enroll- 
ment was up five percent last fall, 
and enrollment since 1980 has in- 
creased more than 50 percent. The 
college is using three modular units 
for some classrooms and some fac- 
ulty and administrative offices. On- 
campus housing has been restricted 
in recent years. The dining hall is 
serving approximately 100 above 
its design capacity. "We must ad- 
dress these physical plant needs at 
the earliest possible date," says 
Clarke. 



It's Not Easy For Legislators To Legislate

Legislators don't always find it 
easy to legislate. 

Take the ordinance making it un- 
lawful to throw objects out of 
buildings, that was passed recently. 

Virginia Beach already had an or- 
dinance on throwing object, but the 
objects had to hit someone or dam- 
age property to lead to a criminal 
offense. 

The new ordinance makes it un- 
lawful just to throw or drop items 
from buildings or structures. 

"How do you know who throws 
objects out of windows?" asked 
Councilman John L. Perry who 
was the only council member vot- 
ing against the ordinance. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
wanted to know who would be re- 



sponsible if a crowd of people were 
throwing objects out of a hotel 
winder -- the hotel owner? 

City Attorney Dale Bimson said 
that the judge would have to decide 
ultimately. 

Then there was the ordinance, de- 
ferred indefinitely, which has to do 
with disregarding a signal to stop 
by a police officer. 

The change would remove the 
part which says "wearing a uniform 
or displaying his badge or other 
sign of authority." 

"How arc you going to tell when 
it's a police officer?" asked Coun- 
cilman John A. Baum. 

All the city docs is adopt ordi- 
nances paralleling the Slate Code, 
said Bimson, and the ordinance 
won't change anything, anyway. 
The pat about the uniform and 



badge is in another portion of the 
State Code. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
recalled that Baum had tried to add 
the language years ago. 

Mayor Mcyera Oberndorf was 
still concerned about people not in 
uniform. * 

In a city like Virginia Beach, 
scoffed Oberndorf, a police station 
can be far away. Take Blackwater. 
An individual in that area would 
have to go to Independence Boule- 
vard. 

Councilman John D. Moss said 
that if the provision is taken out of 
one pan of the code, shouldn't it be 
put somewhere else to match the 
State Code? In fact, couldn't the 
two sections be combined and 
amount to the same thing? 



Whale Watching Would 
Be A Thrill 

First it was a dolphin, then it was a seal. Now the Chesa- 
peake Bay may be the home of several whales. 

Fisherman and boaters have reported seeing more than two 
whales, most likely humpbacks.

I also saw the opportu- 
nity for a resident of Chesapeake to 
emulate our neighbors in Virginia 
Beach and those kindred spirits in 
Alaska and perhaps bring some no- 
toriety to our fair city and the hu- 
manity of its residents. 

I consulted the local expert on 
slimy, crawling things, my son, 
who advised me that I should fol- 
low the lead of the communities 
that have had similar problems and 
enlist the aid of other concerned 
citizens to aid in the capture of 
Thadeus. My next step was to 
round up all the four and five-year- 
old children in the neighborhood to 
form a human net around the garden 
refuge of T.T. Toad. 

While I organized this effort I 
dispatched a reluctant wife to the 
pet store to purchase an aquarium 
and heat rock to house the toad once 
it was captured. While my inside 
support team prepared Thadeus' new 
home I began to address my ttoops.

The Virginia Beach Mayor's Committee for the Disabled is dedicated to 
working toward improving the quality of life for citizens with disabilities. 
The committee meets monthly to develop recommendations for the mayor 
and city council, and to coordinate with the various city departments 
regarding disability concerns. The committee is composed of 20 disabled 
Virginia Beach residents and service providers. 

This committee has been very active over the past three years, with 
Stephen Johnson serving as chairman. 

Last year, the committee received a SI ,(KX) award form the National Or- 
ganization of Disability for efforts in the area of handicap parking enforce- 
ment. Fines were raised and the Parking Enforc ement Specialist Team 
(PEST) was developed. Over 4,000 parking tickets have been written by 
disabled volunteers. 

The committee has been actively involved in improving physical acces- 
sibility in Virginia Beach. Efforts include working closely with the Resort 
Office to ensure accessibility at the boardwalk along Atlantic Avenue. 
Open air cafes arc now accessible, as required in the Franchise Agreement, ■ 
and a wheelchair beach ramp is available to disabled persons at 17th Street. 
The committee is coordinating with the Resort Office to assure that each

phase of boardwalk improvements meets the accessibility needs of persons 
with disabilities. Recently, a Resort Access Guide was published which 
identifies accessible public and private facilities in the resort area. 

The committee reviews site plans for municipal construction to offer 
suggestions regarding accessibility, including recently the Great Neck 
Recreation Center and the Judicial Center. It is also working with the En- f 
ginccring Department to csmblish an improved, handicap curb ramp buikl- 
ing standard for Virginia Beach. 

The committee recently was awarded agranlTrom the Board for the 
Rights of the Disabled to provide disability sensitivity/awareness training 
to City housing personnel in conjunction with the Housing and Commu- 
nity Development Department. 

Committee members often make appearances on television talk shows 
and other public forums to discuss disability issues and the accomplish- 
ments of the city in this regard. Newspaper and newsletter articles regularly

Several of my friends arc reading a draft of a book, soon to be published 
I hope^enschool reform and some ideas on how to go about this reform, 
the most exciting things about this book is that it is written for 
'superintendents, school board members, administrators, legislators, and 
teachers. It is written for the very people who must marshal their coverage 
and attack the serious flaws in our public school systems as we prepare for 
the 2 1st century. 

The book is being written by Phil Schlecty who established the Center 
for Leadership in School Reform. His ideas in the book have more poten- 
tial Tor actually helping reform our schools than the ideas I have studied 
since the first significant report demanding reform, "A Nation At Risk," 
was published. His draft reads well; ideas are based on research and common 
sense. 

For the book to be helpful in Virginia Beach, or any community, a 
number of key leaders need to read it and discuss the challenges facing our 
schools. The common perspective that will be derived by having key play- 
ers all read "The Book" will be to expedite reform. Most importantly, these 
players might, for the first time, all end up in the same ball park, at the 
same lime, ready to play the same game on the same ball field. 

Schlecty wants us to sum the game by determining if there is a need to

restructure schools or just fine tune them. 

If the function of schools is to teach basics - reading, writing, and 
arithmetic - then improvement is necessary but not necessarily restructur- 
ing. If the function of schools is to teach basics and prepare children to 
function in an information based "knowledge work" society, then a tunc up 
won't do and restructuring is needed. 

This is a critical point in the thinking of our nation and each commu- 
nity. Since everyone acknowledges that the schools are not preparing all 
children to read and write, a great deal of energy, wasted I submit, is spent 
by the various interested parlies squabbling about what it would take to 
fine tune the organization so that all children can learn to read and write. 
Administrators want more resources, school boards want increased produc- 
tivity, parents want better teachers, teachers want better kids, and the kids 
want to watch T.V. School boards want accountability, administrators want

Motorists May Pay 
Higher Storage Fee 

Motorists in Virginia Beach will 
be paying higher fees for storage of 
towed vehicles. In cases where a 
dolly needs lo be used to low ihe 
vehicle, the fee also has been in- 
creased. 

Cily council, by a vole of 10-1, 
approved an ordinance increasing 
ihe fees from S5 lo SI0 a day for 
storage and from S10 lo S25 for ihe 
use of a dolly. 

Wrecker company owners claim 
lhat they arc facing increased costs 
related to lowing and storage of ve- 
hicles. 

An Walker, of ihe Virginia 
Beach Wrecker Association, told 
council that insurance adjusters do 
not respond immediately to assess 
damage on wrecked cars leaving the 
cars on the wrecker company lots 
where space is at a premium. A 
higher fee, he said, may discourage 
this practice. 

The higher fee also will apply in 
situations where vehicles have been 
improperly parked in private lots. 
The fee is charged after the initial 
24-hour period. 

Councilwoman Rcba McClanan, 
the only council member voting 
against ihe higher fees, observed 
thai the lime it lakes for ihe vehicle 
owner to locate his vehicle would 
reduce the 24 hour free storage pe- 
riod. 

Walker also said lhal it lakes 
more time when dollys arc used in 
towing. 

The March 13 and 20 cily coun- 
cil meetings will be combined on 
March 20 lo allow council mem- 
bers to aucnd ihe National Munici- 
pal League meeting in Washington 
March 12-14. 



Legislators May Dissolve Expressway Commission 



The Norfolk-Virginia Beach Ex- 
pressway Commission was created 
in 1776 by the General Assembly 
to figure out a way to gel ihe tolls 
off the road "as quickly as possible" 
so lhal it could join the interstate 
highway system. 

The* tolls are still there, but state 
legislators are now thinking about 
dissolving the Commission. Does 
this mean they are no longer inter- 
ested in taking off the tolls, but 
want lo leave them on to help out 
with the Southeastern Expressway, 
which is expected also to be a toll 
road? 

Council's stand has traditionally 
been that the tolls on the Norfolk- 
Virginia Beach Expressway (Route 
44) should be taken off as soon as 
the debt is paid off, council doesn't 
lake too kindly to ihe dismantling 
of a commission which was sup- 
posed to oversee the demise of ihe 
lolls. 

The Senate Joint Resolution No. 
131 abolishing the Commission 
was introduced by Virginia Beach 
Sen. Moody E. Stallings and serv- 
ing as co-patrons are Virginia Beach 
Sen. Clarence Holland, and Del.

It was instrumental in having 
built the first noise abatement walls 
for environmental protection on a 
State road project in Virginia lo 
protect the citizens in the Windsor 
woods. 

The Commission, according to 
the council resolution also initiated 
the improvement of the interchange 
at the western terminus of the Ex- 
pressway with Interstates 264 and 
64, initiated or participated in all 
the improvements made to the Ex- 
pressway interchanges, initiated the 
recently implemented Expressway 
beaulificalion project, and initialed 
ihe Commuter rate procedure for 
frequent travelers.

Beach Wants In 
On Local Gas Tax 

Virginia Beach wants to get in on 
the local option gas tax, which, 
said Vice Mayor Robert E. Fen- 
tress, "may be the only chance for 
the cily to raise money for trans- 
portation." 

Council adopted a resolution re- 
questing the General Assembly to 
add Virginia Beach to the localities 
which may impose a local option 
gas tax up to five cents. A five-ceni 
tax would generate $9.17 million 
for the city, according to the 
Southeastern Virginia Planning 
District Commission (SVPDC). 

If all the localities in Hampton 
Roads adopted the tax, the addi- 
tional funds would be enough to 
meet 25 percent of the annual re- 
gional construction shortfall. 

The local option lax is provided 
for in Senate Bill No. 809 which 
has passed the Senate and would al- 
low Northern Virginia localities to 
charge a local option gas tax up lo 
five cents per gallon.

Surprisingly, Washington's birthday observance is older than ihe Con- 
stitution. Doubtless it was a substitute for the former official holiday 
known as "The King's Birthday." As early as 1778, during ihe biltcr winter 
at Valley Forge, Ihe band of the Fourth Continental Artillery serenaded 
Washington at his quarters on hirbinhday. 

Washington celebrated few birthdays al home in Mount Vernon. Six 
birthdays were spent near the British lines, and, ironically, il was the 
French who declared ihe first public holiday for General Washington's 
birthday celebration. In 1781, the Comic dc Rochambeau, commander-in- 
chief of ihe French forces in America, declared Ihe original birth dale of 
Feb. 1 1 a holiday for ihc French Army in Newport, Rhode Island. The 
banquet was postponed to the 12ih with the hope that Washington could 
attend, but he did noi. 

Finally, in 1790, the Tammany Society of New York unanimously re- 
solved that ihc 22nd of February, from this day forward be commemorated 
as the birthday of then- President George Washington. When the national 
capital was moved lo Philadelphia ihc following year, a parade and 
anniversary ball were held in his honor. 

The faculty members of ihc University of Pennsylvania, which has had 
the distinction of having held regular exercises in honor of Washington's 
birthday longer than any other institution, marched lo ihc president's house 
to pay their respects in 1794. Following Washington's death, Congress 

passed a resolution thai Feb. 22, 1800 be observed as a day of mourning. 
In Philadelphia, all business was suspended and government officials at- 
tended special church services. 

Possibly the grandest celebration occurred in 1932 to mark the 200lh 
anniversary of Washington's birth. A special commission was appointed by 
the United Stales Congress to plan programs from February lo Thanksgiv- 
ing. A dozen new stamps were issued with pictures of Washington. Mil- 
lions of memorial trees were planted across ihc country. A part of ihe 
Shenandoah National Forest in Virginia was renamed ihc George Washing- 
ion National Forest. 

A memorial house was build at Washington's birthplace in Westmore- 
land County, now designated the George Washington Birthplace National 
Monument. The George Washington Parkway was dedicated, linking ihc 
nation's capital cily with Ml. Vernon. Pictures of Washington were hung 
in school rooms across ihc country. 

This year marks ihc bicentennial of the establishment of ihc federal 
government under the Constitution, and is an appropriate lime to recall 
Washington's contributions to the founding of the nation. President Calvin 
Coolidge said, "His was ihc directing spirit wilhoul which ihcrc would 
have been no independence, no Union, no Constitution, and no Republic." 

Historian Forrest McDonald wrote, "He was indispensable lo ihc 
American experiment in sclf-govcrnmcni, and ihc success of his 
administration made possible ihc success of the government...! suggest thai 
Ihc Americans of ihc Revolutionary generation, given their (ear and distrust 
of executive authority, would noi have been willing lo make flic presidency 
part of the Constitution al all had not Washington been available lo fill the 
office," 
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Downtown Push 

Central Business District Association Continues On 
Its Quest Of Carving An Identity For Pembroke Area

Norfolk may have its own down- 
town, but the Virginia Beach Cen- 
tral Rnsincss District Association is 
proving that Virginia Beach also 
has the capability of having its own 
downtown area. 

"We don't compete with down- 
town Norfolk, we see ourselves as 
being complimentary," said Gerald 
Divaris, president of the CBDA. 

Divaris pointed out that the Cen- 
tral* Business District, or the Pem- 
broke area, is 1 1 miles from Nor- 
folk and 1 1 miles from the ocean- 
front, therefore making it "far more 
centrally located" than Norfolk. 

There is only one Central Busi- 
ness District in the city, the result 
of a group of citizens in search of 
creating a properly organized district 
"that would be an urban concentra- 
tion of commercial and retail offices 
and culture and entertainment," Di- 
varis said. 

Formed in 1987, the CBDA, 
representing the district, has grown 
to 140 corporate members and its 
5,000 employees and numerous in- 
dividual members. Divaris said the 
members believe in the idea that the

city needs a centralized focus and a 
sense of identity. 

"We have no unifying rallying 
place," he said. 

The Central Business District 
consists of a 500-acre~parcel, 300 
acres of which remain to be devel- 
oped. The area zoned as a business 
district runs north from Jeannic 
Street to the southern part of the 
Virginia Beach-Norfolk Expressway 
and cast to Kcllam Road to west at 
Thalia Creek. 

"This will become the downtown 
of Virginia Beach," Divaris said. 
"We want to make sure that you 
develop a building of certain quality 
and certain nature." 

The CBDA meets every second 
Wednesday of the month to discuss 
how to keep the district's "growth 
orderly and controlled." The eight 
different task forces that meet regu- 
larly are the community and cul-

Migrating Whales Not Uncommon 

Marine Science Museum's Swingle Said Warm 
Weather And Many Fish May Attract Unusual Species

Several uncommon animals have 
reportedly been seen occupying the 
waters surrounding Virginia Beach, 
but according to Mark Swingle, 
aquarist at the Virginia Beach Ma- 
rine Science Museum, it is not un- 
usual for seals, dolphins or even 
whales to pass off the Virginia 
coast. 

Swingle said, although these ani- 
mals usually migrate through this 
area at this time of year, sightings 
of them aren't always reported. This 
year, several whale sightings by 
fishermen and boaters have raised 
the interest of the community, 
prompting whale watching expedi- 
fct tions to be suggested to the Marine 
Science Museum. 

"It's not too practical to do," 
Swingle said. "They're (sightings) 
not regular enough to run a trip out 
there. You'd be uiking a chance." 

Although "we never physically 
saw them," Swingle said the type

Life-Saving Museum Strives To Inform The 
Community Of Its Maritime Heritage; Last "Surf 
Saturdays" Program On March 4

"I belive it gives the community 
a sense of their own history and 
makes them aware of their maritime 
heritage," Director of Education 
Ann Dearman said of the Life- 
Saving Museum of Virginia. 

The museum, located at 24th 
Street and the occanfront, is cur- 
rently holding a monthly educa- 
tional scries for children in grades 
three through six. The "Sur£ Satur- 
days" program focuses on the mu- 
seum's history, pirates, tall ships, 
maritime lore and shipwrecks. 

Dearman, who initiated the win- 
ter program three years ago, said, 
"We felt we wanted a program for 
school aged children to get them 
into the museum." 

The scries, which is held in Jan- 
uary, February and March, features 
a craft session taught by a public 
school art teacher, and a snack. 
Dearman said the 20 children who 
attend each month pay a fee of $2 
for museum members and $4 for 
non-members. The last program of

the series will be held Saturday, 
March 4 from 9:30 to 1 1:30 a.m. 

"The money goes to fund the 
program," she said. "Non-profit 
does not mean free." 

Aside from the "Surf Saturdays" 
scries, the museum also holds lec- 
ture scries , open, houses and school 
tours. Dearman said the museum 
has an active volunteer program, 
including 60 volunteers needed to 
work in the gallery and the gill 
shop. 

The purpose of the Life-Saving 
Museum is to "tell the story of the 
life-saving services, shipwrecks and 
the early history of Virginia 
Beach," according to Dearman. 

Built in 1903, the museum is a 
former life-saving station, which 
was then converted to a Coast

of whales reported were most likely 
humpbacks, which can reach up to 
50 feet in length and weigh 50 
tons. 

Swingle said the sudden warm 
weather has "contributed to a lot of 
the things we've seen." Because of 
the warm temperatures, there has 
been an above normal population of 
fish, which may have lured the 
whales to this area. 

"Everyone watched them and then 
left them alone," Swinge said of 
the reported whales, "I would say 
they have probably moved on."

The museum has not only preserved the old artifacts, but it 
also offers lecture series, open houses, and youth programs.

Aside from all the displays, the museum also has a gift shop 
featuring nautical trinkets from books to brass sailboats to 
driftwood.

Throughout the meal, entertain- 
ment will be performed by a com- 
bination of professional entertainers 
and talented waiters and waitresses 
in international costumes. Dancing 
and humorous skits will also be a 
part of the entertainment package. 
The dining entertainment experience 
will end with a finale of interna- 
tional songs and dances. Special 
entertainment will be offered for 
various seasonal events such as 
Octoberfest and Mardi Gras. 
Christmas shows will feature 
Christmas traditions from around 
the world such as the breaking of a 
Pinata. Other uses of the hall will 
be a lunch buffet combined with 
brewery "tours," late night func- 
tions such as "beach music" parties, 
sports events on a big screen TV, 
and private functions of all kinds. 

The facility is designed to ac- 
commodate groups of 16 to 500. 
The hall will have a 150-seat bal- 
cony which can be reserved exclu- 
sively for a group as small as 100 
guests. The main floor or the entire

hall can also be reserved for groups. 
Discounts are available for groups 
of 16 or more. 

Prices for the experience includ- 
ing entertainment and a complete 
meal range from $13.95 to $15.95 
per person with reduced rates for 
children and senior citizens. Reser- 
vations will be taken so groups and 
individuals can be combined at the 
same show. 

Micro-breweries are one of the 
latest successful trends in the 
restaurant business. The Interna- 
tional Festival brewery will consist 
of large stainless steel kettles and 
fermenting and aging tanks. The 
process uses all natural ingredients 
with no preservatives and takes 
about eight weeks including a six- 
week aging process.This is much 
longer than mass produced beers; 
and because of this, the beers have a 
distinctive, fresh quality and taste. 
Two varieties will be brewed, one 
light and one amber. Special 
"seasonal" brews will also be of- 
fered. 

The brewery will be operated by 
The Weeping Radish, Inc., of North 
Carolina. Uli Bennewitz, president 
of the company, has several years 
experience operating micro-brew- 
eries. Bennewitz, originally from 
Germany, is one of the nation's 
leading experts in this relatively 
new business. A German brewmas- 
tcr will oversee the production and 
quality of the International Festival 
brews. 

"We are building a lop of the line 
facility with an annual brewing ca- 
pacity of 200,000 liters," said Ben- 
newitz, "unlike small 'Brewpubs' 
and mass produced beers, our brew- 
ery will use a natural aging process 
which is much more expensive and 
lime consuming, but the quality of 
our product rivals the best German 



brews." Bennewitz operates brew- 
eries in Durham and Manujc^fcLG. 
"We have been very successtuTin 
North Carolina, and we are looking 
forward to sharing our success in 
the Tidewater markets," Bennewitz 
said. _J

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Council To Discuss 
Smoking Ordinance 

On March 6, city council will 
decide whether to join the increas- 
ing number of localities which have 
imposed restrictions on smoking in 
public places. 

Dr. George Sjolund, Virginia 
Beach health director, said that a 
special advisory committee on 
smoking unanimously supports the 
ordinance resulting from the com- 
mittee's study. Council will have a 
public hearing on the ordinance 
prior to consideration by council. 

The ordinance would make it un- 
lawful to smoke in elevators, ex- 
cept for those in a single-family 
dwelling; retail and service estab- 
lishments or financial institutions 
serving the general public, includ- 
ing department stores, grocery 
stores, convenience stores, drug 
stores and clothing stores, shoe 
stores, hardware stores, banks, sav- 
ings and loan institutions, hair sa- 
lons and barber shops. 

Also, indoor service lines, cashier 
areas and counter service areas, 
public restrooms, health care facili- 
ties, rooms in which a public 
meeting or hearing is being held, 
places of entertainment including 
theatres, concert halls, gymnasi- 
ums, auditoriums or other enclosed 
arenas, art galleries, libraries, mu- 
seums or similar cultural facilities, 
educational facilities, common areas 
such as classrooms, hallways, 
auditoriums and public meeting 
rooms, child-care facilities, indoor 
facilities used for recreational pur- 
poses, including bingo halls, 
bowling alleys and skating rinks, 
any part of a restaurant designated a 
no-smoking area, building owned or 
leased by the city or the School 
Board used for public purposes with 
the exception of lawfully-designated 
smoking areas, meeting houses, 
community centers, group homes 
or recreational facilities open to the 
public at large, vehicles owned or 
leased by the city and used regularly 
for public transportation including 
transit buses and school buses, ar- 
eas or separate rooms may be des- 
ignated for smoking but may not 
exceed 25 percent of the part of the 

building which is open to the gen- 
eral public. 

Restaurants with seating capacity 
of 50 or more persons would be re- 
quired to have designated no-smok- 
ing areas. 

Smoking would not be regulated, 
however, in bars and lounge areas, 
retail tobacco stores, restaurants, 
conference/meeting rooms and pub- 
lic and private assembly rooms 
while these places are being used 
for private functions, office or work 
areas which are not share work areas 
and which are not entered by the 
public in the normal course of 
business or use of the premises, 
private hospital rooms, areas of en- 
closed shopping centers or malls 
that are external lo the retail stores 
and are used by customers as a route 
of travel from one store lo another 
and that consist primarily of walk- 
ways and sealing arrangements, 
lobby areas of hotels, motels and 
other establishments open to the 
public for overnight accommoda- 
tion. 

Council Supports 
Joint Subcommittee 

City council has thrown its sup- 
port behind a House Joint Resolu- 
tion establishing a joint subcom- 
mittee to study the Hampton Roads 
Bridge Tunnel and Interstate 64 and 
U.S. Route 17 south of Hampton 
Roads. 

The resolution slates lhat growth 
has lessened the value of the links 
and failure to upgrade and enhance 
the capacity of the highway net- 
work may further undermine the 
value of the system. 

Councilwoman Reba McCIanan 
proppsed the local resolution which 
received unanimous support. Her 
husband, Delegate Glenn Mc- 
CIanan, introduced the House bill 
which also has nine co-patrons. 

Taxi Patrons 
Will Soon Be 
Paying More 

Customers who keep cabs wait- 
ing around are going to have to pay 
more for the convenience. Taxi-cab 
patrons also will be paying' more in 
regular fares. 

City council approved rate in- 
creases requested by the cab compa- 
nies serving Virginia Beach. 

The rates have been increased 
from $1 for the first one-fifth of a 
mite and 15 cents per minuie of 
waiting time to $1 for the first one- 
sixth of a mik and 20 cents a 
minute of wainng time.

Parenting is the toughest job in the world. You do not end your day at 
S p.m., take sick leave or, in many cases, even take a vacation away from 
the children - for at least 18 years. ' 

Financial stress, homelessness, the lack orday care and extended family 
support are some of the factors that have led to an increase in child neglect 
and child abuse. In Virginia Beach there were 3,337 children investigated as 
possible victimsof child abuse or neglect in 1987/88. While more than 3/4 
of the families were not found to be abusive, most could have benefitted by 
some parenting education or personal support as they tried to cope with in- 
creasing demands from every direction on their lime and energy. 

The need for more parent support services in Virginia Beach has been 
recognized for some time. Several years ago a Parents Anonymous chapter 
was active for about a year before the handful of organizers became over- 
whelmed trying to do too many tasks with too few resources. 

The Virginia Beach Multi-discipline Team (MD Team) for the preven- 
tion of child abuse and neglect, a community team representing public 
agencies, private agencies and concerned citizens, recognized the value of 
parental support groups in the prevention of child abuse. The team has 
made a commitment to the development of a much needed Parents Anony- 
mous chapter in Virginia Beach. To that end the MD Team has recruited 24

potential Parents Anonymous board members, sponsored an orientation 
session led by the executive director of Parents Anonymous of Virginia and 
plans to assist the new organization with fund raising. 

Enthusiasm and commitment were evident at the first organizational 
meeting. Potential board members learned of the many program options 
Parents Anonymoug can choose to sponsor, including Parent Nurturing 
Programs, Parent Support Groups, Latchkey Programs and many others. 

Determined to make progress slowly so that their efforts will be suc- 
cessful for years to come, the board will utilize the consulting services of 
Johanna Schuchert, executive director of the Parents Anonymous state of- 
fice. Over the next few months they will determine how best to meet the 
parenting support needs of the citizens of Virginia Beach. 

The purpose of Parents Anonymous is summed up in a simple story

How often have we heard the following statement in one form or an- 
other: "Sometimes we as Americans forget just how lucky we are?" The 
significance of that statement has been brought home to me this month. 
Each month is seems that we are celebrating or observing something. 
February is always American Heart Month. Also of significance to us this 
month is an observance which probably, at least in my thinking, was long 
overdue as an observance. This month is also Black History Month. 

Understanding the contributions that Black Americans have made to this 
country is important to all of us no matter what our race or ethnic back- 
ground. I began to learn my lessons early in life. I was very fortunate to 
have been born into a family that valued our heritage and wanted me to 
understand and be proud of my heritage as well. I still remember my 
mother supplementing the information contained in my fifth grade history 
book with information contained in an old book on black history. She still 
talks about the phone conference that she had with my teacher about how 1 
had used that information, along with the information which the teacher 
had given, on my tests. It was extra work for my mother, but it was 
something that she and my father had decided would be valuable for me. I 
also remember the stories that my father told me about growing up in

Virginia at a time when being black was not necessarily advantageous. All 
the lessons were important because without the knowledge of history I 
would not have been able to deal with the future. 

Several years ago a popular black magazine printed an article about our 
present generation of black high school and college students and their 
amazing lack of information about their past. When asked several questions 
about events not long past, most were unable to identify information 
commonly associated with the civil rights movement. In fact, some of 
them identified the movement with the suffrage movement and women's 
rights. It was very surprising to me that these students did not know much 
of what had been so important to us only a few years earlier. When I re- 
alized that they had not lived through the events surrounding the demon- 
strations and had not witnessed the Civil Rights Movement at its height, I 
began to understand the importance of teaching our children about our her- 
itage. My parents understood that and I will always be grateful to them for

The recent suggestion by the Reverend Jesse Jackson that blacks begin 
calling themselves African-Americans is a divisive one. As the nation 
celebrates the bicentennial year of the formation of our government under 
the Constitution, We the People should recall that the Constitution 
constitutes us one people. Whether native-born or naturalized, we are all 
Americans. 

Columnist Flora Lewis also found Jackson's proposal disturbing. "It 
seems to emphasize separateness and division, just the opposite of the goal 
of integrating society and reducing the importance of ethnic and racial ori- 
gin."

Although I was not present at the Continental Congress (annual con- 
vention) of the National Society, Daughters of the American Revolution 
the evening President Franklin Delano Roosevelt spoke in Constitution 
Hall, I applaud the story of his visit. Roosevelt looked out at his audience 
of "blue-bloods," and disarmed them completely with his startling saluta- 
tion, "Fellow immigrants..." 

America is indeed a nation of immigrants. Even the native American 
Indians trace their roots to Asia, although they do not like to be reminded 
of this. If Jackson's suggestion is to be taken literally, there will be great 
confusion. These native Americans would refuse to be called Asian-Ameri- 
can Indians, and would insist on retaining their proud designation of Amer- 
ican Indians.

Dam Neck/Upton Road Area Having Sewer Problems 
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The residents of the Dam Neck 
Road/Upton Road have put up with 
less than state-of-lhe art septic 
tanks for a long lime. But what 
makes their situation harder to bear 
is ihe proliferation of new devel- 
opment all around them with 
washing machines that work, dish 
washers that work and green yards 
that don't squash when you walk on 
them. 

The public sewer systems that 
serve the new areas are so close, in 
some cases, say residents, only 150 
feet away. But for the residents in 
the older houses, they could be 
miles away. 

The residents got the 51 percent 
support from their neighbors re- 
quired by the city for placement on 
the city's priority list, but so have 

17 other neighborhoods with sewer 
problems. As a result, the Dam 
Neck Road people arc 12th of the 

18 projects on the list and nowhere 
in the current five-year Capital Im- 
provement Program. 

After Joyce and James Harper, 
hacked by approximately 25 of their 
neighbors, laid their problem before 
council, council asked City Man- 
ager Aubrey V. Watts for a report 
on the priorities. The only way the 
Dam Neck Road residents could gel 
city sewer earlier would be lo move 
the neighborhood up on the priority 
list at the sacrifice of another 
neighborhood or neighborhoods, 
depending on the cosls of ihe pro- 



jects. 

Watts told council that while city 
sewer lines are close lo Ihe Dam 
Neck/Upton area, the project will 
be a difficult one to construct be- 
cause the lines have to be placed 
along the major Hampton Roads 
Sanitation District Commission 
line. The cost of the project is es- 
timated at $800,000 to $900,000 
which comes to serve 40 lo 50 lots 
of which some are not developed. 

Watts said thai if the project were 
a small one, ihe city might be able 
lo do something lo help the com- 
munity sooner. 

Joyce Harper said that the resi- 
dents do not object to the widening 
of Dam Neck Road which has cut 
down on the lot sizes, further im- 
pacting the ability of the septic 
systems lo drain properly. How- 
ever, she said, some of the septic 
systems were built 40 to 50 years 
ago when construction methods 
were less sophisticated. She said 
thai the systems are "perking on 
one cylinder" and have to be 
pumped frequently. She said that 
the neighborhood is surrounded by 
city sewer. 

She pointed out that the Health 
Department will allow the residents 
lo repair ihe systems but will not 
allow new systems. "When we can't 
repair them," she asked, "will we 
have lo move? Will we have lo 
continue lo pay mortgages? Will 
we continue to pay taxes?" 



She said lhal although ihe rain- 
fall has been below normal, the 
land is saturated. y< • 

Harper said lhal the residents 
asked for sewer in 1983, but, that 
when the community was noi in- 
cluded in the five-year Capital Pro- 
gram, the residents were not in- 
formed. 

She asked why ihe new elemen- 
tary school could hook up to the 
Pinehurst Estates sewer lines with a 
temporary easement. 

Walts said lhal the staff has been 



working on alternatives. Walts also 
explained that priorities are deter- 
mined by a set of criteria which in- 
clude rankings by the Health De- 
partment. He said that the Health 
Department did not rate the neigh- 
borhood septic systems as critical 
now. 

Councilman John A. Baum said 
that what council must decide is 
whether the Dam Neck project can 
be moved ahead of others. 

James Harper said that the 
neighborhood needs help, "We've 



been patient." 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
acknowledged lhal the residents 
have not complained in the past. 
She had said earlier that some resi- 
dents are in a dilemma. Although 
they may have faulty septic tanks 
they are afraid to report their prqb^ 
lems to the Health Department for 
fear that their homes will be con- 
demned because their property will 
not support a septic tank. 

Clarence Wamstaff, public utili- 
ties director, said lhal there is no 



way to apply a "quick fix" to the 
neighborhood. The only fix is per- 
manent, she said. The project would 
require one year for design and an- 
other for construction. An existing 
pump station will serve the area, 
but the city needs to construct a 
sanitary sewer outfall and connec- 
tions from the neighborhood lo the 
pump station. 

Council asked that the staff re- 
port be ready for the Feb. 27 meet- 
ing. 



Council Opposes Private Sewage Treatment Facilities 



Virginia Beach, which has spent 
years and millions of dollars getting 
rid of private sewage treatment 
plants, doesn't want to start all over 
again. 

That's why city council adopted a 
resolution opposing the installation 
and/or operation of private sewage 
treatment facilities that discharge 
wastewater into city waterways. 

The problem came up with an 
application lo the State Water 
Control Board from Surf side at 
Sandbridge Campgrounds for a 
permit for a private sewage treat- 
ment plant which would discharge 
treated effluent lo Shipps Bay, a 
tributary of Back Bay. 

Although the city has no specific 
approval or regulatory authority 
over private sewage treatment 



facilities, the Slate Water Control 
Board and the State Health Depart- 
ment are required to solicit com- 
ments from the local governing 
body. Where prior to July 1, 1988, 
the board simply asked for the local 
position, now the board asks if the 
city has any specific ordinances to 
prohibit such facilities or if the city 
has a written policy such as a water 
quality management plan. 

Councilman John A. Baum said 
that the city has had bad experiences 
with private systems. He said that 
if private systems are permitted, 
development would be opened in 
rural areas. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
said that permitting private systems 
would be opening the door to large 
developments on soils that arc not 



acceptable. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf, whose 
home was once served by a private 
system, said that "those of you who 
have never lived four houses from 
(such a system), you've never 
lived!" 

Added Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan: "I had hoped private sewage 
systems were part of the past." 

Baum said the city already has a 
slated policy to acquire private sys- 
tems. He pointed out that when 
something goes wrong with the 
private system, the public comes to 
the city, not to the private owner. 

The resolution was adopted by a 
vote of 10-1 with Councilman John 
L. Perry dissenting. 

The resolution states that the 
private sewage facilities are incom- 



patible with the city's residential 
and recreational environment, that 
they may severely compromise ihe 
quality of the environment, that the 
Hampton Roads Water Quality 
Management Plan, initially pre- 
pared in 1978 and updated in 1983 
recommended against the approval 
of new point source discharges in 
most area streams and further rec- 
ommended that future waste water 
ireatmeni services be provided 
through public facilities, and the 
Back Bay watershed, comprising 
nearly one quarter of the city, 
represents a unique and sensitive 
combination of wildlife, fisheries, 
flood plains and agricultural uses 
valuable to the economic and eco- 
logical well begin of the city.

were called Polish- Americans, German- Americans, etc. But, through the 
years, naturalized citizens were recognized as just plain Americans. If Jack- 
son's idea takes hold, we will hear new designations, such as Laun Ameri- 
can-Americans, Mexican- Americans, and Asian- Americans, for immigrants 
now come predominantly from those areas. 

For almost half a century, the National Society DAR has sponsored 
welcoming ceremonies, following Naturalization Courts. In fact, my own 
Lynnhaven Parish Chapter is responsible for the ceremony on March 14. 
Having had the privilege of participating in many of these ceremonies, I 
can attest to the fact that these newly naturalized citizens are proud, even 
thrilled, to be able to call themselves Americanay,^^ 

Through these ceremonies, the spirit of hlfn^PIHrecdom is born in 
the minds and hearts of the new citizens as they take their Oath of Citizen- 
ship, renouncing their allegiance to their country of birth. In observing the 
oath-taking, the pride in being an American is renewed in the hearts and 
minds of those of us who were fortunate enough to have been native-born. 

William J. Bennett, while serving as chairman of the National Endow- 
ment for the Humanities, wrote, "Lately, the term melting pot has been 
downplayed in favor of the term tapestry quilt... This is a country of dif- 
ferent colors, races, and ethnic and religious backgrounds. But in the last 15 
to 20 years, we, have been in a fit of pluralism, celebrating our idiosyn- 
crasies and differences." 

Isn't it time to emphasize the things that unite rather than separate us? 
The Constitution's opening phrase "We the People" imports togetherness 

and unity. 

After all, as Jethro Lieberman stales in his book, "The Enduring Con- 
stitution," "One thing is common to all Americans. Not our lan- 
guage... not our religion... not our ethnic roots... not our ambition, energy, 
commitment... not Our outlooks or beliefs. Not even our hopes. The Con- 
stitution alone is our common heritage."

their wisdom. 

We should learn about the 
importance of history from other 
ethnic and religious groups.

Portsmouth Downtown Monorail 
Proposal Draws Some Attention

Imagine hopping on a monorail 
and zipping around downtown 
Portsmouth. Imagine having it take 
you five minutes to get to work and 
never having to worry about getting 
another parking space. 

These are just the kinds of scenes 
that artist Lee Erickson imagined 
when he began painting his water- 
color fresco mural of a monorail 
system last March. 

It started out as a basic mural 
technique demonstration, but it 
ended up as a presentation before 
the Downtown Portsmouth 
Association's executive meeting re- 
cently. 

According to Erickson, the mural 
was on display at his studio at 440 
High Street when Ted Masters, 
central business district coordinator 
for Portsmouth's Department of 
Economic Development, came by. 
Erickson said mat Masters looked at 
the mural and said, "Hey, I like 
that; let's take it before the Down- 
town Portsmouth Association and 
gel a grant." 

Erickson, whose main mode of 
transportation is his touring bicy- 
cle, went along with the idea and 
prepared a presentation to be given 
to the association. 

The proposal focused on many 
aspects, including: the many dollars 
that could be saved by commuters; 
environmental protection through 
the elimination of burning fossil 
fuel; the fact that Portsmouth has a 
large number of people going to a 
few places; the fact that the U.S. is 
trailing the world in the initiation 
of mass transit; the federal govern- 
ment is looking for ways to spend 
money; and the fact that it would be 
more convenient for residents to get 
to downtown Portsmouth busk 
nesses. 

"You end up spending a whole 
lot of money," he said. The Con- 
necticut native said that the Boston 
Mass Transit, for example, costs 
$1.20 to ride. 

He also said that Steel, of which 
the monorail system would mostly 
be made, is more durable than as- 
phalt. Although a monorail would 
probabl be a very expensive trans- 
portatk system, Erickson said that 
in the I >ng run, it would be very 
economical. 

He is especially adamant regard- 
ing environmental issues. In his 
proposal, Erickson said that "in 
1988 federal studies confirmed that 
25 percent of the damage caused to 
marine estuaries by nitrogen run-off 
was attributed to automobile ex- 



haust fumes." 

He says that automobiles use too 
much oxygen and that the Green- 
house Effect has proven that fact. 
"We should stop burning fossil 
fuel," he said. There are other ways 
to generate energy, he added. There 
is nuclear-generated electricity or 
coal-generated electricity. "With Ihe 
right invention, we could have a 
big solar power here." 

Erickson said that Portsmouth is 
an ideal city for mass transit be- 
cause there is a great number of 
people going to a few places. He 
points out that with the Norfolk 
Naval Shipyard here, there is a large 
non-vehicular population. He added 
that Portsmouth was a leading 
growth city in 1988. f. 

Erickson's proposal concluded by 
saying that downtown businesses 
would benefit frofii his monorail 
idea. As a member of the Down- 
town Portsmouth Association, he 
has witnessed the concerns of local 
businessmen. He said 30 percent of 
all the meetings have been 
concerning parking problems. "The 
parking problem will never get 
better," Erickson said. With his 
monorail system, he envisions only 
trucks and delivery vehicles requir- 
ing parking areas. 

As far as any ty^e of practical 
planning is concerned, the project 
has not gotten far enough off the 
ground for that type of analysis. 
Asked if he has given any consider- 
ation to financing the monorail, 
Erickson replied, "I'll pursue it 
right down to the bottom line, but 
I'm not going to talk finances with 
anyone. It means nothing to me." 

He said that if it were so inclined, 
the federal government could build a 
small metro system within 2 1/2 to 
three years to the tune of about $40 
million. "What's $40 million to the 
federal government?" he asked. 

According to Masters, Erickson 
approached the Association about 
six months ago regarding trans- 
portation downtown. "It was a bi- 
cycle and horse-drawn carriage con- 
cept," Masters said. 

Masters said that the parking 
problem in downtown Portsmouth 
concerns him and that he doesn't 
care what is done, as long as the 
problem is resolved. He said that 
Erickson's proposal was very inter- 
esting, and that the important thing 
is that it got everyone thinking. 
"At least people are thinking and 
participating, and that's healthy," he 
said. 

He added that he thinks some- 
thing will evolve from Erickson's

Southeastern Expressway Planning 
On Schedule; Public Hearing In Fall 



City council learned that plan- 
ning for the Southeastern express- 
way is on schedule, that a location 
public hearing will be held in the 
fall and that an interchange on 
London Bridge Road has been 
eliminated from the project 

Peter Tacelli, project engineer 
from the Maguire Group, consul- 
tants hired by the State Transporta- 
tion Department, said that no one is 
against the highway, that an over- 
whelming majority of residents in 
both Chesapeake and Virginia 
Beach are in favor although they do 
not want the road in their back- 
yards, and that the state still has 39 
alternatives to choose from. 

CA. Nash, district engineer with 
the Transportation Department in a 
periodic report to council said that 
the Draft Environmental Impact 
Statement (DEIS) will be com- 
pleted in the summer with a loca- 
tion public hearing expected in the 
fall. The final Environmental Im- 
pact Statement will be completed 
later in the winter or spring of 
1990, he said. 

Tacelli also said that the ex- 
pressway corridor has been nar- 
rowed down from 1000 feet to 500 
feet in width. He said field work has 
been completed and wetlands 
identified.

Tacelli said that the London 
Bridge interchange has been elimi- 
nated because of its proximity to 
the Dam Neck connection.

Council- 
woman Barbara Henley said that the 
consultants are predicting a land use 
that would require five major inter- 
sections where there are now two. 
"Who has decided that the land use 
* will be so intense in the corridor?" 
she asked. 

Tacelli said that he gets his in- 
formation from the Southeastern 
Virginia Planning District Com- 
mission and the cities. 

Tacelli said that any expressway 
becomes a magnet. He said that he 
did not know where Seaboard would 
fit in the plan. 

McClanan also wanted to know 
what additional improvements the 
road would necessitate.
